OMANI ENVOY ON AMIR'S VISIT, OMANI-PDRY DISPUTE 
CF241220 Manama WAKH in Arabic 0700 GMT 24 May 82 


[Text] Manama, 24 May (WAKH)--Omani ambassador in Manama, ‘Abdallah Muhammad 
abu Al-Dahab, has emphasized the significance of the visit by His Highness 

the Amir of Bahrain, Shaykh 'isa ibn Salman al Khalifah, to the Sultanate 

of Oman. He said: This visit will provide a good opportunity for the leaders 
of the two countries to hold consultations on Gulf, Arab and Islamic issues 

at this current stage. 


In a statement to today's issue of the Bahraini newspaper AKHBAR AL-KHALIJ, 
the Omani ambassador said: Any meeting between the leaders of the GCC coun- 
tries will deal with the accomplishments that will be achieved and with all 
issues that are under discussion by the GCC. 


On the Lragi-Tranian war, the Omani ambassador called on Iraq and Iran to 
halt this war because it does not benefit the region or international relations 
and is only harmful to the region's security and stability. 


On the impact of the Iraqi-Iranian war on the Strait of Hormuz, the Oman; 

the ambassador said: War poses a threat not only to the strait but to the 
entire region. He noted that Oman does not intend, under any circumstances, 
to close the strait, but is doing everything possible to keep all threats away 
from this vital strait. 


‘ithe Omani ambassador said: In view of the significance of this vital and 
important strait to the Gulf countries and the region in general, Oman, as 

a member of the world community is doing everything in accordance with inter- 
national law to protect this strait. 


On the good offices committee mediation to halt the rift and to restore Omani, 
PDRY relations, he said: Oman has facilitated of all mediations to resolve 
this dispute and I regret to say that the other party has set up obstacles 
and opposed this mediation. However, I hope this mediation will succeed in 

the future. 


On Egypt's return to the Arab line, he said: Oman is not carrying out any 
mediation between Egypt and the Arab countries. However, it is aware of 
Egypt's importance in all fields, and that if it remains outside the Arab 
line, there will be severe damage to the whole Arab nation. 

















The Omani ambassador expressed his regret over the statements made by the 
leaders of the steadfast and confrontation countries in opposition to Egypt's 
return to the Arab ranks. He said: Egypt has regained its land through 
negotiations and this is the first time this has happened in the history of 
diplomacy. 


In conclusion, the Omani ambassador indicated that there are threats posed 
to the region from both the Soviets and Israel, stressing that the threats 
are clear and do not need further explanation.

PLO'S KHALIL AL-WAZIR ON MIDEAST SITUATION

[Text] Question: Israeli threats to invade southern Lebanon and to strike 
at the [Palestinian] resistance are continuing. Is this meant as an exag- 
geration, or is there specific information about an imminent Israeli 

invas ion? 


Answer: The Zionist enemy is planning to carry out a major military operation 
against southern Lebanon in an attempt to achieve several objectives. First, 
to affect the will of the Palestinian people in the occupied land, who are 
confronting the occupation, to exert pressure on this people's action by 
dealing a blow to the Palestinian people's forces outside the occupied land. 
Second, he aims to deal a heavy blow to the forces of the Palestinian 
revolution and the joint forces in southern Lebanon to weaken the PLO's 
political ability after destroying its military forces. Third, to act to 
achieve victories over the Palestinian revolution to help Menahem Begin 

and the ruling group achieve victories in the disintegrated internal situation 
in the Zionist entity. 


In the past few days certain trends have emerged indicating the Zionist 
enemy's plan to launch this major operation. This plan is not just talk or 
a figment of our imagination. This plan is bein; discussed in the Israeli 
press. As we have constantly maintained, it was decided on 10 February this 


vear to call up part of the reserve forces. This was over on 14 February. 
These forces included aircraft technicians and commanders of the armor and air 
forces. The date set for the military operation was 18 February. This 


information was later confirmed by the newspaper MA'ARIV's commentator and 
military reporter (Eytan). At the end of March, he wrote his noted phrase 
that goes "It is no secret to say that a few weeks ago it was decided to 
carry out a major Israeli operation against southern Lebanon and reach Beirut 
suburbs. It was not the bad weather that stopped the operation. There were 
several factors, most important of which are: 

















"1, Lack of national internal unanimity in Israel. 
"2. Fear of heavy losses. 
"3, The presence of international pressure exerted on the Israeli Government." 


HA'ARETZ military editor Zeev Shev, who is one of the important minds in the 
Israeli Defense Ministry, spoke about the importance of this operation. He 
said: I express Sharon's mind and plan. He wants to launch a major military 
operation unlike the Litani River operation of 1978. It is not an operation 
for killing hundreds of Palestinian saboteurs. It is an operation aimed at 
destroying the PLO's military and political ability and strength. This 
operation would reach the Beirut suburbs. Naturally, this expected operation, 
which was suspended a month later, was not secret. The Israelis again began 
talking about this operation in April this year. Sharon, Rabin, Eytan and 
Shamir talked of this operation. These talks were filled with threats to 
confuse the PLO and its forces and to create panic in Lebanon. 





Question: It is said that the resistance avoided a direct retaliation to the 
raids and was content with the shelling of populated areas. What is the 
extent of truth in this? 


Answer: In the past few months the Palestinian side has adhered to the 
cease-fire. It did not want to give any justifications or pretexts to the 
enemy to launch a military operation in southern Lebanon, particularly in 
view of his intention, preparations and threats. The Zionist enemy, who is 
annoyed by this situation, tried to use certain operations that took place 

in the occupied land or the old mines that went off in the border stripe as a 
pretext to launch his aggressive operation by aircraft, which bombed certain 
positions on 21 March. We assessed the situation in the Palestinian military 
council in the Palestinian command and in the joint Lebanese-Palestinian 
command. Our joint decision was to avoid retaliation at that time so as not 
to give the enemy the pretexts which he sought, although our most important 
factor was not to increase the pain of our Palestinian and Lebanese people 

in the south. Thus, we did not retaliate. When, however, the Israeli 
aircraft launched their second raids, the militavy council immediately held 

a meeting and within minutes a decision was made to retaliate directly 
against Zionist targets. Our retaliation, however, was limited to a certain 
number shells and missiles against Israeli settlements and military positions. 
The aim was to have a retaliation in the political sense and in its effect 
on those positions. We did not aim at reducing losses at that moment or to 
shell empty areas. The retaliation had a political connotation and a message 
to the people of the north that this is your fate as long as your government 
continues with its aggressive policy, particularly because they have the 
experience of the 15-day war in last July to understand the meaning of our 
retaliation. 


Question: What are the considerations that made the resistance adhere to the 
cease-fire? 











Answer: Our limited retaliation was prompted by several considerations. First, 


we did not want to give justifications or pretexts to the enemy. We did not 
want to give him this weapon. Second, we did not want the situation to 
escalate out of concern for the Lebanese factor. Third, the Palestinian 
revolution was using every minute in increasing its preparations to face the 
expected battle. Fourth, the Arab and international factor; the Arab 
situation in general was not prepared to support us in the event of an Israeli 
operation. We wanted to make clear to the world the PLO's responsibility 

and commitment. These are the tectors and considerations that made our 
retaliation limited, particularly because we were aware of the internal 
Zionist embarrassment and the shackles of the cease-fire that restricted 
Begin. We, however, did not ignore the aggressive nature of the Zionist 
enemy's policy. We have made our own decision regarding the nature, size and 
place of retaliation. 


Question: Israel resorted to partial operations through its successive raids. 
How would you imagine the vistas of a future battle in southern Lebanon? 


Answer: We wait in light of our continuing followup of the discussions in the 
Zionist leadership, particularly in the Knesset, the opposition, the foreign 
affairs and security committee and the Israeli press. The Israeli course 

is aggressive and aimed at dealing blows to the Palestinian revolution and 

the joint forces. An ad hoc ministerial committee, consisting of Begin, 
Sharon, Shamir and Erlich, has been formed to determine the form and size of 
operations. As a result of this, we expect that the method of air raid will 
continue against our military positions, particularly against the developed 
antiaircraft weapons which they previously hit as well as the artillery 
positions and our headquarters. The Israelis are also likely to resume the 
operations of striking at individual positions, laying ambushes, landing in 
helicopters in certain positions as well as other operations that the enemy 
carried out in the past 3 years prior to the cease-fire, which he used to call 
the policy of continuing war anywhere anytime. 


Question: Does this mean that the possibility of Israel launching a major 
operation has diminished? 


Answer: If the international circumstances and his internal political condi- 
tions are favorable, the enemy will not hesitate to carry out Sharon's plan 
bv launching a major operation that would reach the suburbs of Beirut, as 
Sharon put it. 


Question: What are the resources that the Palestinian resistance possesses 
to prevent the achievement of Israel's ambition of invading southern Lebanon? 


Answer: These are our enemies’ dreams. They will not come true as easily as 
they imagine. In the Litani operation in March 1978 in which the enemy forces 
came to occupy the south, they aimed to complete the occupation of the south. 
They began their operation at 1200 on 15 March 1978 on the basis that 

Defense Minister General Weizman would hold a press conference at 1300 next 
day to present hundreds of Palestinian prisoners and many tons of bouty. 











true, Weizman held his conference on time, but all world reporters did not 

see one piece of arms or any Palestinian prisoner, as he had promised. 

The battle continued for 3 days and nights, during which the enemy sustained 
heavy losses. The enemy failed to enter the city of Tyre. General (Matigur) 
then said: How can I enter Tyre while there are people inside who want 

to die? How can I put my hand in a beehive. Thus, any future Israeli 
operation will not go on as they want or imagine. The Palestinian revolution's 
faith, determination, ability and resources and those of the joint forces 

have developed. 


Question: Now that the first part of Camp David is over, the plot has begun 
to emerge through the civil administration plan, while the uprising in the 
occupied land is continuing. How do you view the future of the situation 

in the occupied land? 





Answer: It is clear that the stand of our Palestinian people in the occupied 
land in confronting the plots aimed at usurping their homeland, foisting them 
from their land and imposing the plans serving the Zionist schemes is clear 
since the first day the treasonous Camp David accords were signed and the 
autonomy plan was proposed. Our people voiced their absolute rejection of 
them through the continuing demonstrations, strikes, uprising and conferences 
held in Jerusalem, al-Birah, Nabulus and Gaza directly after the signing of 
the Camp David accords. Our people have expressed their absolute rejection 

of all the Camp David results and the conspiratorial autonomy plan and have 
continued to uphold this position. Lately, when the Zionist enemy determined 
that he will take the initiative regarding the projected autonomy stipulated 
in the Camp David [sentence as heard]. This is because, according to the 
dialogue conducted among his circles, the enemy imagines that the autonomy 
might after some years lead to the first step toward the establishment of a 
Palestinian state. Thus, the enemy wanted to close the road by proposing 

his new plan for the civil administration so that when the time came for with- 
drawal from the Sinai, he would face all parties with the fact that he 

carried out his plan according to his scheme imposing the civil administration. 
From the very beginning of appointing reserve General Dr Manahem Milson as 
civil governor of the West Bank and Col (Josef Peres) as civil governor of 

the Gaza sector, our people expressed their rejection of these measures through 
total uprising that lasted 47 days. Although this uprising stopped for some 
days, it later erupted in a more violent form after the closure of the 

Bi'r Zayt University and escalated further when the mayors of al-Birah, 
Nabulus, and Ramallah were removed and after the attack on the al-Aqsa Mosque, 
which was followed by a revolution throughout the occupied homeland. 





Question: Has a final agreement been reached between the Palestinian and 
Syrian leaders on the points of strategic alliance, particularly amid talk 
about certain dif ferences? 


Answer: First, in Fatah and in the Palestinian revolution we are most 
concerned to have normal relations with our brof ers in Syria. We even 
[word indistinct] the nature of link between the Palestinian cause and Syria, 














duopolitics [last word said in English] regarding our fate, goal and confronta- 
tion with the Zionist enemy, who harbors hostile aims against both Palestine 
and Syria. When certain problems arise sometimes in our relations, it does 

not mean the end or a big dilemma. Both sides are concerned to tackle these 
peripheral issues to remain together on the line of confrontation with the 
enemy and the danger aimed against us both in the Lebanese arena, in southern 
Lebanon, in Palestine or Syria. In the past a number of meetings were held 

to take practical steps for a joint agreement. The joint subcommittees held 
more than one session and laid foundations that were discussed by the 
Palestinian command. These foundations constitute a program of action between 
us and our brothers in Syria. These meetings were crowded some time ago by a 
meeting between brother abu ‘Ammar [Yasir ‘Arafat] and President Hafiz al-Asad. 
This program of action will be followed up in other meetings, particularly 
because the current stage requires further moves. We are on the threshold 

ot the meetings of the confrontation and steadfastness front. The Palestinian 
revolution and Syria are coordinating their stands regarding this meetings. 


Question: It is clear that there are differences over certain issues, because 
the agreement has not been signed until now? 


Answer: The signing of an agreement is not required. There have been no 
differences, The statement that was issued demonstrated certain points of 
views such as the Iraqi-Iranian war and another issue that was more expressive. 
instead of mentioning the presidents of the two countries, they mentioned the 
sides in the sense that there were no substantial differences over any issue 
[sentence as heard]. This program of action was discussed after it had been 
studied in the Palestinian command as principles and bases. Agreement has 
been reached on it. No one objected to this agreement. All the Palestinian 
organizations were present in several meetings. Agreement has been reached 

to draw up a formula consistent with the Palestinian political program. In 


the forthcoming meetings, this formula will be endorsed by the Palestinian 
and Syrian sides. 


Question: How do you view the stage of postwithdrawal from the Sinai, 
particularly with regard to the future of the Palestinian question? 


Answer: The current stage of the postwithdrawal from the Sinai epitomizes the 
return to the crux of the Middle East question. The occupation of the Sinai 
by the Israeli forces took place only as a result of the Zionist presence on 
the Palestinian land. Now that Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai has been 
achieved, it means that the conflict will assume its basic size over the 
substance of the Palestinian question, which has been the cause of peace and 
war in the area throughout the past 30 years. Therefore, withdrawal from the 
Sinai does not absoluteiy mean that peace has been achieved. The situation 
is now embodied in the nature of the presence of the Zionist aggression on 
the Palestinian land as the basis that the whole world must realize its 
dimensions. 











Question: In lieu ot Eyypt returning to the Arab fold, some Arab states 
have begun following the Egypt of Camp David. What is the stance of the 
resistance toward the states which intend to restore their relations with 
the Egyptian regime? 


Answer: An answer can be given to the trends calling for the restoration 
of a reunion [liqa'] with Egypt by asking the following question: Why 

did the Egyptian estrangement with the Arab nation occur? This estrange- 
ment resulted from the Camp David conspiracy, through which Egypt was 
alienated from the Arab scene. The reason is that the preoccupation of 

the Zionist enemv and of the United States was to isolate the Egyptian 
people, army and potentials from the Arab fold. Now that withdrawal from 
the Sinai has been completed, this withdrawal does not signify a retraction 
from the Camp David agreement. 


The given facts which now appear in Egypt through the stances uf Husni Mubarak 
emphasize a continuation with the Camp David policy as well as a sustained 
agreement [iltiqa'] with the Zionist enemy. This is because nothing new has 
happened as far as the reasons which had prompted Egypt to distance itself 
from the Arab fold are concerned. Therefore, any step to be taken towarc 
Egypt's return to the Arab fold should be taken by Egypt itself by distancing 
itself from the Camp David [agreements]. 


Question: Do you believe that the need exists to convene an Arab summit 
conference to confront the Arabization of Camp David? 


Answer: It is imperative that some Arab forces and the Palestinian revolution 
exert efforts to prevent the attempt to return to Egypt in its present state 
of affairs and with its present commitments. This requires concerted efforts 
to pull the Arab position, as much as possible, from the policy of a continuing 
rejection of the effects of the Camp David agreement [sentence as heard]. If 
we now hear some voices trying to call for a rapid reunion with Egypt with its 
present commitments, this must be resisted with utmost intensity. 


Question: The steadfastness and confrontation front is expected to convene 
a summit conference. What are your evaluations of the success of this 
conference? 


Answer: We are trying to work to convene a summit conference of the stead- 
fastness and confrontation front, despite the state of weakness which had 
befallen the front in the recent phase. We will try to deploy all efforts 

to ensure success for the expected summit and to make the steadfastness front 
the nucleus of the real confrontation with the Camp David agreements. 


Question: Do you expect certain changes in the stances of Husni Mubarak? 


Answer: The present signs do not indicate any effective change in Husni Mubarak's 
policy toward the current issues. Furthermore, we do not expect any change in 
the near future in his policy. The changes of which some people have spoken 

are marginal. 











Question: The Iraqi-Iranian war is witnessing rapid developments. Do you 
believe that this war is about to draw to an end? 


Answer: Since the L[raqi-Iranian war began, the stance of the Palestinian 
revolution has been clear. This is because the revolution considers this 
war a loss suffered by the Palestinian cause. The revolution has supported 
all the efforts which have been exerted in the Arab and Islamic domains, 

or in the international arena, to put an end to this war, whose continuation 
constitutes a sustained loss for our people's struggle. The continuation 

ot this war, with the losses and pains it entails and with the dangers it 
poses tor the entire area, dictates continuing to exert efforts and standing 
alongside any attempts to end it. If the present state of affairs spells of 
despair of any step being taken in this direction, the only thing we can do 
is to renew and repeat our call for ending the war. 


Question: Zaire's position <nd its relations with the Zionist entity amid 
an increasing improvement in African-Israeli relations. Are there specific 
steps to confront this departure? 


Arswer: The restoration of relations between Zaire and the Zionist enemy 
was linked with several considerations, including the justifications inherent 
in the Egyptian position for the restoration of the relations as well as the 
French effort promised by President Mitterrand to restore the relations 
between some African states and the Zionist entity. This is in addition 

to the Zionist activity which is taking place in the African continent. 

On the other hand, there is an absence of any Arab effort to resist this 
Atrican departure toward the enemy. It is necessary to draw up a practical 
and serious plan of action vis-a-vis Africa aimed at deepening the political 
and economic relations between Arabs and Africa. If we do not adopt this 
serious method, it is not unlikely that some African states would follow 
Zaire's example. It is inevitable that we must hasten to contact these 
states, deepen the relations with them and contribute to the solution of 
some of their problems in order to [word indistinct] the way before the 
Zionist enemy.

INTERVIEW WITH ‘ARAFAT ADVISER AL-HASAN ON PALESTINE

[Excerpts] [Question] Some people have given a political dimension to the 
southern Lebanon cease-fire agreement signed by the PLO. What is your 
opinion? 


[Answer] This agreement represents a kind of U.S. recognition of the PLO 
and shows that the United States is dealing with it as a party [to the 
conflict] which it did not do in the past. Accordingly, this signature 
constitutes a political step forward. 


[Question] There is an American wager that "Palestinian officials" might 
participate in the autonomy negotiations. 


[Answer] The Palestinian leadership and people have already rejected autonomy 
approach. The Palestinian masses inside [the occupied territories] rejected 

it even before the official Palestinian rejection. We have heard statements 
made by President Mubarak more than once, to the effect that he insists on 

two points. The first is the Palestinian people's right to self-determination, 
and the second is that nobody can negotiate on behalf of the Palestinians 
without their approval or participation. If President Mubarak sticks to 

these two points, then I do not see any possibility of the autonomy negotiations 
being resumed. 


[Question] There are some who say that Saudi-Syrian rapprochement is essential 
in any attempt to unite the Arab ranks. 


[Answer] I do not think so, because I do not believe that there is discord 
between Saudi Arabia and Syria. On the contrary, Saudi Arabia is a contributing 
factor to the softening of existing crises, toward a restoration of a minimum 
degree of solidarity. Syria's attitude on the question of solidarity stems from 
its own position and role and does not depend on one side or another. 
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[Question] But some are saying that a certain attitude toward Syria is 
building up in the Gulf, and that what happened inside the Kuwait national 
assembly and the GCC are initial indications of this attitude. 


[Answer] Even this trend has not developed into practical steps and has not 
hampered the solidarity process. On the contrary, this trend in fact more 

is an expression of the desire to restore solidarity than a desire to destroy 
it. 


[Question] In the opinion of the Palestinian resistance, what is the right 
way for Egypt to return to the Arab fold? 


|Answer] First, there must be adherence to what Mubarak said about the 
Palestinian people's right to self-determination and his assertion that 

nobody has a right to negotiate on their behalf on the question of their 
future. This is an essential step forward as far as the Palestinian question 
is concerned. As far as the general Arab situation is concerned, there should 
be a change in Egyptian-Israeli relations. We realize that this cannot be 
done quickly. We know that the Egyptian people reject the restrictions 
imposed on them by the Camp David agreements. For Egypt's return to be full, 
the Egyptian attitude must be fully Arab. 


[Question] Are we to understand from this that there can be no restoration 
of Arab diplomatic representation in Cairo as long as there is Israel 
diplomatic representation there? 


[Answer] I imagine so. It is not only a question of diplomatic representa- 
tion because the representation is a result. The main question is: Will the 
normalization of relations between Egypt and Israel continue and will Egypt 
subsequently become the market that will save Israeli industry from collapse? 
Will the Egyptian market become responsible for the Zionist entity's economic 
security? 


[Question] It has been reported that more than one Palestinian figure recently 
visited Egypt and held contacts with Egyptian officials away from the limelight. 


[Answer] According to my information, this is absolutely untrue. Some 
Palestinian leadership members had originally lived in Egypt. They visit 
their families there every now and then but they do not hold any contacts 
or negotiations with Egypt. Contact with Egypt at present would be a kind 
of political suicide for the PLO, and so it is not possible.

"APP' ON PLO-PAKISTAN COMMUNIQUE

[Text] Islamabad, May 24--Pakistan and the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
today called for effective international steps to check Israel's aggressive 
and expansionist policies. 


A joint communique issued today at the end of the PLO chief Yasir ‘Arafat's 
visit drew attention of the world community to the serious threat posed to 
peace and security by Israel. Pakistan and the PLO demanded total Israeli 
withdrawal from Palestine and from all other occupied territories, including 
Holy Jerusalem. 


The president of Pakistan briefed the chairman of the PLO about Pakistan's 
efforts to normalise and improve relations with India. He explained Pakistan's 
offer of a non-aggression pact to India and the discussion that took place 

in New Delhi. 


Mr Yasir ‘Arafat expressed the view that Pakistan and India would be able to 
pursue their efforts to a successful conclusion for the mutual benefit of the 
people of the two countries. 


The communique said wide ranging exchange of views took place in a friendly 
and fraternal atmosphere characteristic of the traditional relations between 
Pakistan and the PLO, 


[In] the talks Mr Yasir ‘Arafat was assisted by Mr Muhammad Zuhdi Nashahibi, 
secretary-general of the PLO, Dr Ahmad Dajani, member of the Executive 
Committee of the PLO, Mr Mahmud Labadi, director of foreign information and 
the PLO representative in Pakistan, Mr Khayr al-Din ‘Abd al-Rahman. The 
president of Pakistan was assisted by the minister for foreign affairs, 
Sahabzada Yaqqob Khan, the minister for education, Mr Mohammad Ali Khan Hoti, 
the minister for law and parliamentary affairs, Mr S. Sharifuddin Pirzada, 
the secretary-general for foreign affairs, Mr S. Shah Nawaz, and the chief 

of staff to the president, Lt-General K. M. Arif, and the foreign secretary, 
Mr Riaz Piracha. 
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ile two sides expressed their grave concern at the deteriorating situation 

in the Middle East as a result of Israeli intransigence which acquired a 
dangerous dimension in recent months because of the intensified Israeli 
repression of the valiant Palestinian Arab people in the occupied territories 
and their repeated acts of aggression against the Lebanese and Palestinian 
peoples and the sovereignty and territorial integrity of Lebanon. 


"The president of Pakistan and the chairman of the PLO invited the attention 
of the world community to the most serious threat now being posed to inter- 
national peace and security by Israel's designs concerning annexation of the 
occupied Palestinian territories after having declared the annexation of 
Holy Jerusalem and the Syrian Golan Heights. They emphasised the imperative 
need tor effective international steps to deter Israel from pursuing its 
aggressive and expansionist policies before the world is plunged into a 
catastrophic crisis by them. 


"The president of Pakistan reiterated Pakistan's irrevocable support to the 
people of Palestine for their just struggle for the national rights including 
their right to return to their homeland and establish an independent state on 
Palestinian soil, with Jerusalem as its capital, under the leadership of 

their sole and legitimate representative, the Palestine Liberation Organisation, 
and its participation as a full and equal party in all efforts towards the 
achievement of a just settlement, within the framework of the United Nations 
charter and the relevant resolutions of the United Nations and the Islamic 
conference. 


"The two leaders recalled with satisfaction that the unequivocal commitment 
of the people of Pakistan to the Palestinian cause dated back to the historic 
session of the Muslim league which set the goal of an independent state of 
Pakistan. 


"The two sides reaffirmed their view that the problems in the Middle East can 
be resolved only through a comprehensive settlement which guarantees the 
inalienable rights of the Palestinian people and that partial solutions, which 
do not address themselves to the questions of the Palestinian rights which is 
the central issue in the Middle East, were doomed to failure. In this 
connection, they demanded total Israeli withdrawal from Palestinian and all 
other occupied Arab territories, including Holy Jerusalem. 


"The two sides condemned the Israeli occupation of Holy Jerusalem as an affront 
to the Islamic Ummah and called upon all the Islamic states to intensify their 
efforts for the liberation of Holy Jerusalem and the Palestinian and all other 
occupied Arab territories. 


"The two sides viewed with particular concern the continuing fratricidal con- 
flict between Iran and Iraq which was a source of deep anguish to Muslims all 
the world over. They noted with great regret that invaluable human and 
material resources of the Islamic Ummah were getting sacrificed in this con- 
flict while the need of the hour was to mobilise them to strengthen the defense 
of the entire Arab and Islamic world against the growing expansionist designs 
of Israel. The president of Pakistan and the chairman of the PLO, both of whom 
are members of the Islamic peace committee on the Iran-Iraq conflict, pledged 
themselves to spare no effort to bring about an early end to this tragic war. 
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"the president of Pakistan briefed his excellency Mr Yasir ‘Arafat, chairman 
of the PLO, about Pakistan's efforts to normalise and improve relations with 
India. In this context he explained Pakistan's offer of non-aggression pact 
to India and the discussions that took place in New Delhi in 
January/February 1982. He expressed the hope for an early resumption of 
negotiations which would lead to the conclusion of such an agreement. This 
would constitute a major step in creating a climate of mutual trust and 
conridence between the two neighbouring countries and would contribute to 
the consolidation of peace and security in the region. While expressing 
appreciation of Pakistan's efforts in this regard, the chairman of the PLO 
expressed the view that his present visit to New Delhi and Islamabad had 
convinced him that both India and Pakistan were sincerely desirous of peace 
and would be able to pursue their present efforts to a successful conclusion 
for the mutual benefit of the people of the two countries. 


"The Pakistani side explained Pakistan's sustained efforts to promote a 
peaceful settlement of the Afghanistan crises which carried the most serious 
implications for regional stability and international peace. The two sides 
noted with satisfaction that indirect talks on the substantive issues involved 
would be held in June 1982 at Geneva under the auspices of the UN secretary- 
general and expressed the view that the principles enunciated by the non- 
aligned ministerial conference held in New Delhi in February 1981, provided 
the basis for peaceful solution of the problem. 


"The two sides reviewed the security situation in the area and in the Indian 
Ocean as also in the Gulf Region. They reaffirmed the principle enunciated 
in the Mecca declaration that the preservation of the security of the Gulf is 
the exclusive concern of the Littoral states. 


"The two sides expressed profound satisfaction at the state of their bilateral 
relations and agreed on further measures to strengthen their mutual co-opera- 
tion and collaboration. 


"His Excellency Mr Yasir ‘Arafat expressed his heartfelt thanks to the president 
and the people of Pakistan for the warm welcome and hospitality extended to 

him and the members of his delegation during their stay in Pakistan. He 

stated that the people of Palestine would always cherish and remember the 

strong support that the government and people of Pakistan had extended to the 
people of Palestine in their just national struggle.''~-APP

DFLP MILITARY LEADERS DISCUSS POLITICAL, MILITARY ISSUES 
Beirut AL-HURRIYAH in Arabic No 1054, 8 Mar 82 pp 8-11

Accomplishments of Military Unity"'] 


[Text] The 1981 July war was a military and a poli- 
tical victory, but it also had many shortcomings. 

We want an Arab south that is Like south Lebanon in 

its defiance and its willingness to shoulder its national 
responsibility. 

Developing military unity depends on the development of 
national political unity. 

The functions of the people's militia are not only 
military. 


On the 13th anniversary of the birth of the Democratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine [DFLP] the armed forces and the people's militia of the front organized 
an open military panel discussion that was attended by most members of the Supreme 
Military Council of the Palestinian Revolution's forces. The discussion was 
attended by members of the joint military command for the areas of south Beirut, 
west Beirut, north Beirut and the area of al-Damur. It was also attended by the 
military leaders of the forces of the revolution's groups that are found in the 
central region and by a large number of advanced military cadres from all 
revolutionary groups. Due to the importance of the subjects covered by the panel 
discussion--the military unity of the revolution's forces, evaluating the battles 
of the past year and the possibilities for a future war and the role and function 
of the militia’'s forces--AL-HURRIYAH is publishing the principal parts of the 
comments that were made by fellow members of the Supreme Military Council. 
Moderators for the discussion were Comrade Maj Farahan, member of the military 
command of DFLP forces and Comrade Abu Tariq, member of the DFLP military command 
and commander of the People's Militia. 


After welcoming colleagues and associates--Staff Col Abu Musa, vice president of 
operations for the Resistance and member of the Supreme Military Command; Abu 
Ahmad Fu'ad, member of the DFLP Political Bureau and commander of its forces; 
Daghman, member of the Vanguard Command of the People's Liberation War, 
al-Sa'iqah, and commander of its forces in Lebanon; Abu Jamal, member of the 
battle front command and commander of its forces; Col ‘Abdallah al-Siyam, member 
of the Supreme Military Command; and Comrade Mamduh Nufal, member of the DFLP 
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Political Bureau and commander of its forces--Comrade Farahan discussed the 
importance of the panel discussion which was being held in the context of a 
developing and an escalating vehement struggle, and he affirmed the importance of 
reinforcing the cohesion of the revolution's forces. Comrade Farahan then set down 
three principal questions as the topics of the discussion. The first was that of 
the unity of the Palestinian Revolution's forces: how far has it gone; what are 
its horizons; who are its qualified people; and what are its arms? The second 
question was that of evaluating the results of the July war and the military 
lessons that have been drawn from it. The third question was that of the militia: 
its function; the principles of its formation; and its role in the battle. 


Staff Col Abu Musa began the discussion by talking about the question of national 
military unity. He affirmed, "'There is no military unity separate from political 
unity since the revolution is basically a political revolution with political 
objectives. A military person is not required to separate himself from political 
activity." Brother Abu Musa then wondered how far Resistance Movement groups had 
gone on the road to national political unity, and he affirmed that they had not 
gone far enough. [He said] that these groups had not been able to reach the level 
of their aspirations. After that he summarized some of the obstacles that were 
standing in the way of this unity, and he explained that the most important of 
these lay in the fact that a unified view of dealing politically with the 
Palestinian question had not been achieved. The many differences in points of view 
about dealing with that question were reflected on actions that were taken in the 
context of the PLO and, consequently, on the military actions themselves. It is 
known that compared to other area&S military action has scored distinguished 
progress in organization at a time when political action should be ahead of other 
action so as to have that manifest itself in military action. Brother Abu Musa 
then explained the progress made by the forces of the Palestinian Resistance 
toward progress, and he affirmed the positive nature of the Supreme Military 
Council as a framework that affects others in the joint forces command wherever 
these can be found. "However, these lower rank cadres in the joint forces did not 
achieve unity; instead, they continued to coordinate their efforts."" Brother Abu 
Musa concluded his statement on the question of military unity by asking all the 
parties of the PLO to push the wheel of national political unity forward so that 
national unity would be reflected on military action. He said that military action 
will continue to fall short of the level of our aspirations as long as political 
disorder continues to exist. 


We Want an Arab South Like South Lebanon 


Regarding his evaluation of the results of the July war Brother Abu Musa said, 
"The two weeks' war restored the Palestinian question to the forefront of events. 
It proved that the struggle was between two powers only: Palestine and Israel, 
which is supported by U.S. imperialism. Other Arab forces were not present on the 
scene; they continued to play the role of spectator and engage in propaganda 
divorced from action."’ Abu Musa then discussed the military consequences of this 
war, emphasizing che extent of the loss and alarm that befell the enemy. Many 
Zionist citizens left their settlements in north Palestine; they left Nahariya and 
Kiryat Shmona and went to the south. Brother Abu Musa went on to say that the 
blows dealt by the Resistance to the enemy exceeded the limits of the modest and 
limited capabilities of the Resistance. Then he emphasized the importance of 
mobilizing Arab forces against the settler Zionist invasion and said, "If we as an 
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Arab nation do not wish tc come forward and Liberate the occupied land, we are at 
least being called upon to hold out against this invasion. We want an Arab south 
cnat is like south Lebanon in its defiance and in its willingness to assume its 
national responsibility." 


Brother Abu Musa then discussed the role of the militia. This paved the way for 
his discussion of the current political situation and the possibilities for a 
future war. In his view the current U.S.-Israeli course could be summarized in the 
formation of regional political and military alliances that are not warding off 
tension. The United States and Israel have taken a few steps in that direction. 
Among these steps was that of the strategic alliance between them. There are a few 
lateral alliances that have been established alongside this alliance: the U.S.- 
Saudi alliance is one of them. In addition, King Hasan II promised Haig military 
facilities. Brother Abu Musa also discussed the Israeli objective after the 
withdrawal from Sinai in the current political framework. This may be summarized 
Las follows]: a few symbolic figures were to be placed in active positions in the 
course of putting autonomy into practice. That is, symbolic figures outside the 
framework of the liberation organization and the Palestinian position in general 
would be pushed forward so they can be dealt with in accordance with U.S.-Israeli 
ambitions on the basis of the Camp David accords. 


Carrying Guns Is not the Only Role of the Militia 


After that Brother Abu Musa discussed the militia's role in the battle. He 
explained that there was a law to which any revolution was subject. This law stood 
on three principal foundations: the existence of a cause; the existence of a 
public; and the existence of land on which this revolution can act. Without these 
three foundations a revolutionary process is incomplete. In discussing the second 
foundation of this law, which is the role of the masses, Abu Musa said, "A public 
that is not organized and not politicized becomes a burden on the revolution and 
not a sphere for its actions and activities. Hence comes the notion that a militia 
consists of all the masses of the revolution who must be organized; who must 
undergo military training; and who must be mobilized politically so they can 
assume their role in the battle. Hence also comes the notion of "a long term 
people's war.'' A militia is an armed political organization and is the equivalent 
of an ever-ready revolution. Accordingly, the role of a militia is not only that 
of carrying guns. A militia plays an organizational role, a political role and a 
military role. If the revolution is able to create such a public, it will have 
createa for itself a protective armor that would protect it from all the 
challenges that it will be facing.’’ Abu Musa then concluded by saying that after 
15 years of combat experience the Palestinian Revolution must not repeat its 
previous mistares which had accompanied its early days in Jordan. The Palestinian 
Revolution must organize its masses and prepare for them the capabilities for 
action on all levels. All organizations are to formulate the common denominators 
that would make mobilization of these masses possible. 


For a Real Military Unity 
Comrade Daghman discussed the unity of the revolution's forces affirming that 
pressure had to be applied to political leaders so that they would work toward the 


achievement of national political unity which affects military action. Comrade 
Daghman said, "We in al-Sa'qah organization are extending our hands to all our 
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comrades for real military unity that would be based on a proportional rule. We do 
so to double the effort against the Zionist enemy." 


Regarding the recent July war he said that the revolution's forces were able to 
aim strong blows at the forces of the Zionist enemy. He said that all operations 
had been carried out under the leadership of the Supreme Military Council. 


100 Commanders for Victory, 1 Commander for Defeat! 


After that Comrade Abu Ahmad talked about the Supreme Military Council and its 
role in unifying the military forces. He emphasized the importance of the Supreme 
Military Council in finding a formula--even a temporary one--for stopping any 
aggression both in the context of military coordination among all groups of the 
revolution and in the context of unity in all areas. He concluded that that role 
remained within the boundaries of coordination. Then he focused on the need for 
the distribution of roles so that all council members can perform their roles. He 
said, "We are hoping that this council will become a staff organization for the 
forces of the revolution and that it would assume an effective role in super- 
vision, execution and reckoning with others. ‘[It is said that] 100 commanders 
will claim credit for victory and 1 commander will assume responsibility for 
defeat.' '' Then he referred to the need for effecting moral mobilization toward 
unity of those elements fighting in the military bases. The fact that we have the 
same blood and the same destiny and the fact that we share the same bunker must 
put everyone in the same framework. He said, "We may differ on details, but we 
agree on the broad framework of liberating the iand.'' Then he emphasized the need 
to unify all the organizations of the PLO and not only those in the military area. 


The Outcome of the July War: Political and Military Victory 


In the course of his discussion of the results of the July war Abu Ahmad dealt 
with the previous battles that were fought by the forces of the revolution. He 
emphasized the 1978 raid, indicating the enemy's failure to occupy some of the 
land in the south so as to go through with political resolutions. He said, "The 
enemy carried out several surface, sea and air operations, but in this raid, he 
was not able to settle matters and eliminate the revolution even though he was 
able to throw us into confusion. The enemy thus attempted to strike the heart of 
the revolution. Targeting Palestinian leaders he shelled al-Fakahani [discrict] in 
Beirut. The purpose of that battle was to break down the morale of our fighters, 
to shake the trust between the masses and the revolution and, consequently, deal a 
blow to Lebanese-Palestinian unity. However, none of these objectives was met. 
Because of their awareness and steadfastness our fighters were able to destroy 
many of the enemy's bases and military installations by targeting the enemy's 
artillery positions. The enemy himself admitted this under vehement popular 
pressure inside Israel. Many Zionists left their settlements, and the enemy tried 
to conduct a political maneuver whose purpose was to effect a cease fire through 
other agencies. But our political leaders became aware of this and took that 
political decision away from the enemy by efrecting a Palestinian cease fire 
without the mediation of other agencies. Briefly, the outcome of the battle was a 
political victory in addition to the military victory.'"' Comrade Abu Ahmad chen 
emphasized the need for vigilance against attempts to sabotage the national rank. 
This may be done by being constantly on the alert for all possibilities. 
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Enlistment Campaign Must Continue 


After greeting the leaders and all the warriors and fighters of the DFLP on the 
occasion of its 13th anniversary, Comrade Abu Jamal talked about military unity 
and said, "I agree with Col Abu Musa about the need for political unity as a 
factor that would have considerable effect on military unity. We have not so far 
been able to achieve a political program that would define the course of the 
Palestinian Revolution. It is true that the military council was able to make a 
few decisions, but these decisions remained lacking in different political situa- 
tions. The military council still represents the minimum [in this political 
unity], and it remains dependent on the political position. It is inevitable that 
the absence of unity be reflected on the military council, on the militia and on 
the militia's role in any military confrontation."' Regarding his evaluation of the 
July war Comrade Abu Jamal wondered about the justifications for the cease fire, 
and he emphasized the need for continuing the mandatory draft because the struggle 
with the Zionist enemy would be long and bitter. 


Fighters Have No Problem in Achieving Unity 


Comrade Abu Jamal was followed by Col ‘Abdallah Siyam, member of the military 
council of the Palestine Liberation Army. Col ‘Abdallah Siyam spoke about military 
unity and said, "What we have done so far is not enough. If we must go forward, we 
must have the grassroots and the cadres apply pressure on the leaders to make 
concessions. The fighters have no problem [with unity].' Col Siyam asked that all 
the forces be merged into a single army and that they be subject to military law. 
He spoke about the recent war and commended the role of the joint forces. He 
cautioned against self-deception, and he emphasized the need for preparing a 
qualitative action with which we would surprise the enemy in the next battle. As 
far as the militia is concerned, Col Siyam emphasized the importance of mobili- 
zing, training and arming the militia and organizing it into semi-regular military 
formations that would be prepared to join the [military] units when the call to 
arms is declared. He called for the training of women in the means of defense. 


After that Comrade Farahan, the moderator, gave the floor to Comrade Mamduh, mem- 
ber of the DFLP Political Bureau and member of the Supreme Military Council of the 
revolution's forces. Comrade Mamduh began by thanking his colleagues and asso- 
ciates, the members of the Military Council, for attending and responding to the 
front's invitation. He also thanked them for the good wishes they had extended to 
the front on its 13th anniversary. He also thanked the members of the military 
command of the joint forces in Beirut and in al-Damur for their participation in 
the debate. He placed a high value on the broad wish that exists for holding such 
open and valuable panel discussions. He said that these discussions would create a 
Lively reaction between cadres and leaders and would enable everybody to come to a 
sound position and decision. Such discussions would also help develop and under- 
standing of missions, and they would help the drive toward better accomplishment. 
Then Comrade Mamduh dealt with the subjects of the discussion, and he said [the 
following] about national unity: 


Revolutionary Groups Complement Each Other 


"We made considerable progress toward the unity of Palestinian military action, 
and this was evident in the formation of the Supreme Military Council and in the 
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tormation of the joint military command of the various sectors and military 


centers. However, that accomplishment falls short of what is required, as fellow 
members of the Military Council said. It is also not commensurate with the 
magnitude of the tasks that the revolution's forces have to assume at the present 
stage.'' He said, 'We also have to make a distinction between grandiose ambitions 
and realistic possibilities. Our ambitions in the front, which are shared by 
mumerous groups of the revolution and by the masses of our people, consist of 
building a unified people's army that would include in its ranks all the fighters 
of the revolutionary groups. That army is to be established on democratic foun-— 
dations, and it would provide for all its members the right to have an organiza- 
tional and an ideological affiliation as well as the right to express, practice 
and proclaim that affiliation publicly. It is necessary that there be a national 
mobilization effort; that it be uniform; and that it be [ based on | the foundation 
of the PLO's political program and the decisions of its national councils. Such 
mobilization is to be carried out by a department for moral guidance that is to be 
created [for that purpose]; this department is to be linked directly with the 
Supreme Military Council. 


"There is no doubt that such ambition requires long and arduous struggle; it~ 
requires that common convictions be generated chat all revolutionary groups 
complement each other politically, militarily and in the mobilization effort as 
well. Accordingly, such convictions must be manifested in political and organiza- 
tional relations within the frameworks of the PLO's joint command. In this regard 
we still have a long way to go." 


Much Ls Possible at Present 


"It is possible at present to improve the formulas for coordination and joint 
action." In this regard Comrade Mamduh agreed with what was proposed by some of 
the fellows regarding the effect of the political situation on military unity. 
"The closer we are politically, the more possible progress toward military unity 
becomes; and the farther apart we are politically, the more our joint actions will 
falter. I do not agree with the opinion which states that progress toward 
military, political and organizational unity depends on some people on this or on 
another level making concessions, and I do not agree that there are no problems in 
the area of unity for fighters. We are armed political parties, united under the 
framework of the PLO. Every one of these parties has its own specific point of 
view regarding the questions of the struggle and the methods of confronting them. 
We agree on distant objectives, but we often disagree on political positions and 
daily tactics. This political, organizational and ideological difference is 
directly reflected on the cadres and the grassroots organizations who are not 
isolated from these differences but rather experience them every day. Despite 
these differences we can actually make forward progress. Contributing to such 
forward progress and enhancing its possibilities is first, a serious and an actual 
commitment to the political program and to national council resolutions. Second, 
joint commands and all joint organizations, especially political ones, are to be 
turned into collective leaderships with decision making powers instead of being 
advisory organizations whose opinions are known and then acknowledged for the 
record; everyone must be convinced that he is contributing to the decision making 
process. Third, joint institutions are to be created and expanded so as to include 
everybody, and these institutions are to be given specific authorities. 


"At present, joint action in the military field can be improved. This requires 
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that the Military Council be turned into an actual military command with unified 
ani specific military institutions. All council members are to have specific res- 
ponsibilities which they are to practice. Up until now the Military Council has 
been without an operations room in every sense of that term to supervise matters 
that have to do with training, communications, fortifications, supplies and 
provisions for all the torces of the revolution. We believe that the matter of 
standardizing appropriations for the revolutionary forces and making’ the 
Palestinian National Fund the one center for disbursement have become urgent. We 
believe that chis is now possible since the liberation organization has funds to 
enable it to assume this responsibility. The same thing applies to supplies, 
provisions and other matters. 





"It has also become necessary and possible to develop the actions of the joint 
military command in areas, sectors and centers by reconsidering the present form 
of distributing and deploying forces in the interest of defining a principal 
responsibility for some area or sector for each one of the groups according to 
each group's capabilities and powers. Joint operating plans are also to be drawn 
up and their execution on the field is to be carried out by introducing forms of 
liaison and supervision whereby people in the higher ranks can communicate with 
and keep an eye on those working under them and vice versa. 


Military Shortcomings of the July War 


Comrade Mamduh spoke about the positive as well as the negative aspects of the war 
and said, "I want to focus on the shortcomings and the gaps that were revealed by 
the war. There has been much talk recently about accomplishments. While I do not 
minimize the importance of these accomplishments and the importance of discussing 
them--in fact I declare that Ll am in agreement with all of them--I think that it 
is more important now to talk about these shortcomings, especially at a meeting of 
this level, so we can overcome them. In this regard an evident flaw emerged in the 
fact chat the battle was not extended to other fronts, especially inside the 
country. The battle was confined to the south. From now on we are being called 
upon to prepare conditions and summon the forces for opening fronts and escalating 
Our operations inside the occupied land. We are being called upon to do so now and 
during any future battle. The other flaw that emerged was the fact that joint 
torces did not rush into land operations, or more correctly, they were not pressed 
tc carry out operations on land. [Instead], artillery fire and warding otf 
aircraft was thought to be sufficient. It would have been possible to mobilize 
special groups that would deal direct blows to the enemy's artillery and economic 
estaolishmencs. Let us imagine, for example, the moral effects of an operation 
that would be carried out in Kiryat Shmona or Nahariya during a battle. The third 
{iaw became evident in che fact that capabilities that are necessary for comp- 
lecing civil defense missions were not available: extinguishing fires, rescue, 
evacuation and first aid. Trained forces that are capable of carrying out such 
actions expeditiously must also be identified. It also became evident chat air 
defense means and artillery units needed to develop their joint action further. 
The war also showed the revolutionary forces' need for some kinds of anti-aircraft weapons, 
artillery, rocket artillery and more effective means for defending the coast. If 
these means become available, revolutionary forces can increase their combat 
capability. The war also showed the importance of making preparations for large 
quantities of munitions and providing these large quantities; it showed that the 
rate of consumption was high and not commensurate with the available reserve. 
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Reserves must be made available in advanced positions because moving supplies from 
one area to another becomes difticult [during war]." 


Regarding a coming war Comrade Mamduh affirmed that we were headed in che near 
future to a broad war that would target the forces of the revolution and the 
National Movement; it is also not unlikely that this war would involve the Arab 
deterrent forces. "I base this on the need of U.S. imperialism to settle a number 
of questions, especially after April, which are still impeding the implementation 
of Camp David. Among these questions are the growth of the PLO's political and 
military capabilities and the problem of a new president for Lebanon since imperia- 
lism wants a new president who is prepared to join Camp David. [Other questions 
include the Opposition and Steadfastness Front's continued rejection and hostility 
to Camp David; facilitating the return of Egypt, which is shackled by Camp David, 
to the Arab fold; making Fahd's plan go through; making the autonomy on the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip go through; and providing the Jordanian regime with an 
opportunity to join Camp David. Regarding these major questions I believe that 
U.S. imperialism is now convinced that these questions cannot be settled without a 
broad military action whose objective would be to destroy the forces of the 
Palestinian Revolution, the National Movement and the Arab deterrent forces and 
force them to make basic political and military concessions.'' Comrade Mamduh also 
expected the Lebanese army and the forces of the Lebanese Front to play some role 
in the next battle. 


The Non-Military Functions of the Militia 


Regarding the forces of the militia: their function and the bases of their organi- 
zation and formation, he said: 


"The DFLP thinks that the forces of the militia have political, social, cultural 
and military functions. However, what is so far common and is being focused on now 
on the Palestinian scene is the military function of the forces of the People's 
Militia which are regarded as reserves for regular forces in case of peace and 
war. Despite the importance of this function, I will confine my discussion to the 
other functions in which the forces of the militia must operate. The first one of 
these functions is that of defending the trade union rights and the social and 
democratic rights of the sectors they represent and the public that is affiliated 
with the ranks of these organizations. This requires that members of the militia 
be directed to join unions, to form their own various professional unions and to 
lead struggles that would achieve gains for workers and give them the rights that 
had been denied chem. 


"The second function is that of putting the militia to work in civil defense func- 
tions. The recent war showed that the enemy was Cargeting camps, rear positions 
and residential areas just as he had done in the raid on al-Fakahani and in the 
previous and subsequent war of explosives. Confining such broad functions to 
limited, specialized agencies is mot enough and does not meet the objective. 
Therefore, special militia groups and formations must be selected, and these are 
to specialize in civil defense functions in each camp and at each location. These 
groups are to set aside the equipment and the means that are necessary for this: 
fire extinguishers, ambulances, first aid centers, evacuation, etc. 


"The third mission is that of putting the militia to work in functions that have 
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to do with the public's daily questions of life during war. The battles of Tel 
ai-Za'tar, of the south and of che July war proved that ensuring the availability 
ot water, electricity, bread and gas [was essential!. These were basic matters for 
wnich the public and the revolution pay a price if arrangements for them had not 
peen made previously. This requires the formation ot broad public committees that 
assume responsibility for ensuring that these matters are available and are 
distributed to the public during war. 


"The fourth mission is that of putting the militia to work in propaganda and 
agitation functions during war. The militia is to resist the psychological war 
that would be launched by the enemy at such times. This requires the formation of 
propaganda and agitation committees that assume responsibility for reporting 
battle news and creating suitable formulas and forms for action to mobilize the 
public. The purpose of such action is to strengthen the steadfastness of the 
masses and improve their ability to endure. 


"The forces of the militia must also be put to work in functions that would 
preserve security, especially preserving the property of the public and guarding 
the stores and nomes of people who had to leave their stores and homes during the 
war. 


"Besides all this, the process whereby militia forces join the combat fronts must 
be organized. This is to be done in accordance with combat formations and not on 
an individual basis." 


At the end of the debate which lasted 3 tull hours Comrade Farahan and Comrade Abu 
Tariq, the moderators, gave the audience an opportunity to ask questions and 
express their opinions about the statements that were made by members of the 
Supreme Military Council. Numerous questions were asked; these included military 
action inside the country; the enemy's action trends in the next battle; the cease 
fire question in the south; the recent tours of the Military Council; and the 
subject of opening other fronts. [A comment was made about] the importance of 
holding such meetings and how they are to be organized so that they may become 
traditional meetings between leaders and grassroots organizations; such meetings 
were not to be confined to national occasions and holidays.

[Text] Addis Ababa, 30 May (AFP)--Arab League Secretary-—General Chedli Klibi 
flew home to Tunis today after a 24-hour visit here during which he conferred 
with his opposite number in the Organization of African Unity, Edem Kodjo. 


Speaking to reporters last night after several hours of talks with Mr Kodjo 
and other OAU officials, Mr Klibi denied that his trip here was directly 
linked with Zaire's decision to resume diplomatic ties with Israel. 


"We did not come here to ask him (Mr Kodjo) for anything," Mr Klibi said. 
He visit to Addis Ababa had been "programmed" long before Zairé's surprise 
decision to resume relations with Tel Aviv, he said. 


Mr Klibi added that in their talks, he and Mr Kodjo had covered all aspects 
of Afro-Arab cooperation, including Kinshasa's latest move, which the Arab 
League has vigorously condemed. 


His trip nevertheless coincided with a major Arab League diplomatic offen- 
sive to dissuade other African countries from following Zaire's example. 


Mr Klibi was in Nairobi for a meeting with current OAU Chairman Daniel Arap 
Moi, the president of Kenya, before coming to the OAU's headquarters in Addis 
Ababa. 

Mr Klibi's deputy for political affairs, Adnan Omran, was meanwhile headed for 
Lusaka today with a special message for President Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia. 


He will visit Dar es Salaam later in the week on a similar mission.

_Text] The occupation of south Lebanon and the annexation 

of the West Bank are imminent since the Arabs took no serious 
action when the Golan was annexed. 

If Arabs do not carry out their threat and take action for 
Jerusalem, the challenge will turn into an ignominious defeat. 
AL-SIYASAH has exclusive details about the conditions and 
documents that were exchanged between Iraq and Iran by means 
of the presidential committee. 

A third world war is imminent because of U.S. bias for Israel. 
The United States is exposing its interests to danger despite 
Arab weakness. 

Disillusionment with Mitterand has been unlimited. 


Ever since his election secretary general of the Islamic Congress Organization 
_I[CO] in October 1979 by the ministers of foreign affairs of 40 Islamic countries 
who were meeting in New York in connection with the regular session of the UN 
General Assembly, Mr Habib Chatty has spent 700 hours flying between Arab and 
international capitals. Of these 700 hours, 120 were spent in shuttle trips 
between Tehran and Baghdad to stop the bloodhsed between the two Islamic capitals. 


Last week Mr Habib Chatty stepped up his shuttle communications between President 
Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines and Mr (Moore Muswari), the leader of the 
Islamic Front in south Philippines. 


AL-SLYASAH was the only paper in the Islamic world to look into the details of the 
ongoing dialogue between the two parties. This dialogue is taking place so that 


conditions in the south Philippines can be stabilized in accordance with - 
the Tripoli agreement that was concluded im December 1976. 


What About Muslims' Questions? 


This was the subjecc of the interview between AL-SIYASAH and Mr Habib Chatty. Will 
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the Llraq-lran war continue forever? Has the peace committee suspended communica- 
tions between the two sides at this point, or is a solution still possible in the 
Islamic nation? There are scores of questions that are making people wonder; they 
are becoming angry and hopeful. It all began with the Mecca Summit Communique. 
Now, almost 1 year after its proclamation, is the communique being implemented? 


The Mecca Communique 


[Answer] Actually we began implementing the resolutions of the Mecca Summit as 
soon as the summit conference came to an end. I cannot recall all our accomplish- 
ments since that day, but let me tell you that these began with the formation of 
the Islamic peace committee which began working the month after the summit 
meeting. This committee has not stopped working since then. [The question of 
peace] was one of the important questions of the Mecca Summit because it has to do 
with shedding the blood of Muslims, and this affects and overshadows the Arab and 
Islamic situation. 


Border and Ideological Problems 


[Question | Can we find out details about these recent efforts that were made 
regarding the war between [Iraq and Iran, and can we find out what the outcome of 
these eftorts was? 


How con we get out of this serious crisis which, as you said, affects the entire 
Arab and Islamic situation? 


(Answer! There is no doubt that existing problems over the borders or over 
ideology made the situation between the two countries critical. As soon as the 
situation became critical, IL intervened with both parties to help them avoid war 
because I was certain that such a crisis would end in warfare. 1 visited Tehran in 
the period between 4 and 6 June 1980--before war broke out. This was on the 
occasion of the Islamic Afghanistan Committee. I met with Iranian leader, 
Ayatollah Khomeyni on 7 June 1980, and our conversation touched upon these condi- 
tions. I also communicated with Iraqi President Saddam Husayn. Unfortunately, 
neither party responded positively, and war broke out in September of that year, 
1980. At that time I was in Morocco. From al-Rabat I sent two cables to President 
Saddam Husayn and to leader Khomeyni and President Bani-Sadr regarding a cease 
fire, and IL placed the organization and its capabilities at the disposal of both 
parties so as to stop this war. I went immediately to New York to invite the minis- 
ters of foreign affairs of Islamic countries to an emergency meeting at the United 
Nations. A good will delegation was formed, and it consisted of Pakistan's Presi- 
dent Zia-ul-Haq and the secretary general of the organization. On 29 September we 
visited Tehran, 1 week after the war, and on 1 October we met President Saddam 
Husayn. We indicated to both sides that if the war were prolonged, getting out of 
it may be difficult, because the longer a war goes on, the more the difficulties 
(on both sides] due to increased losses. And when losses increase, a solution 
becomes difficult because each party says, how can I give this up after paying 
such a high price? 


I was then charged by the Council of Ministers of Foreign Affairs to go to Tehran 
and Baghdad where I met President Saddam Husayn on 16 October and President 
Bani-Sadr on 19 October. On the following day I also met leader Khomeyni.

They Refused To Attend the Conference 


hen we contacted them again in January 1981 to persuade both parties to attend 

the Mecca Summit. We decided to devote 1 or 2 days of the conference sessions to 
solve this emergency problem. However, Iran refused to attend if Iraq headed by 
President Saddam Husayn did. Based on a decision by the Council of the Ministers 
ot Foreign Affairs a committee which I chaired was formed, and we went to Iran to 
urge Iranian officials to attend the conference that would be attended by 38 heads 
of state. However, we found Iran unyielding: it would attend the conference if the 
Iraqi delegation did not or if the conference were divided into two sessions: one 
session to be attended by Iraq, and the other attended by Iran. Naturally, this 
waS not acceptable because the conference was a single conference, and we could 
not ask a member country to attend 2 days of the conference and then leave. This 
was not normal because each country has the full right to occupy its seat. Unfor- 
tunately, Iran did not attend the conference, and we missed this opportunity-—-that 
is the mediation of this large organization--through which we had hoped to find a 
solution between the two parties. The conference was thus compelled to issue its 
resolution to form a peace committee whose efforts continue till the present time. 


Plan To Stop che Fighting 


The peace committee began communicating with both parties on 27 February 1981. The 
committee traveled to Tehran and Baghdad, shuttling back and forth until 4 March 
1981. At that time it presented a plan for stopping the fighting which was not 
accepted. 


The committee resumed its meetings in Jeddah on 29 March. The committee then tra- 
veled to Tehran and to Baghdad where it presented a new project that was also not 
accepted. 


l also introduced other changes to the new project, and I traveled by myself on 3 
April to deliver these proposals to Tehran and Baghdad. These proposals met the 
same fate that their predecessors had met. 


Atter that the late president Ziaur Rahman, the president of Bangladesh headed a 
new deiegation that went to Iraq on 12 May 1981 to offer new proposals which were 
aporoved by Iraq. Iran, however, has not yet expressed its opinion on these 
oroposals. The committee resumed its mission on 7 March 1982, and it flew to both 
Tehran and Baghdad. 


what ls the Main Dispute between the Two Parties? 


Actually, as we stated, the source of the matter lies in the borders and in ideo- 
logy, and this has been fueling, prolonging and intensifying the war. We are now 
faced with obstacles, the most important of which is when negotiations are to take 
place so that peace can be achieved? Will negotiations take place before or after 
withdrawal? To put it more clearly: when will che fighting come to an end? Will 
(ne end to the fighting be the result of negotiations, or will the fighting cease 
and then negotiations begin? 


Iranian Conditions for a Cease Fire 


Th 


his point is the major or rather the main point of dispute between the two 
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parties, for there are other disputes that stand in our way. Iranians think chere 
can be no negotiations until the ILraqis effect a full withdrawal. They explain 
this by saying that anything less than a full withdrawal would keep part of 
[ranian territory under Iraqi control, and this would constitute pressure on them 
during negotiations. There can be no justice, [they argue], between two nego- 
tiators one of whose territory is occupied by the other. This is the Iranians' 
theory. Therefore, they would accept the principle of a cease fire after a full 
withdrawal; this would be tollowed by negotiations. 


Iraqi Conditions for a Cease Fire 


Iraq does not reject Iran's proposal, provided that it get guarantees before it 
withdraws, through che committee, for example, about those matters for which war 
had broken out. That is, Iraq wants solutions to the border disputes and to other 
disputes, such as intervention in the affairs of others. This is the Iraqi view. 
Iraq affirms that it has no ambitions in Iranian territory, not even one inch. The 
dispute between the two parties on the land border situation is not a major one; 
the entire dispute goes back to the question of Shatt al-'Arab. 


Will the Peace Committee Continue? 


In general the question of the borders revolves around the 1975 agreement. How- 
ever, I can affirm that both parties, in our recent meeting with them, asked the 
committee to continue its efforts and to maintain the dialogue despite the exis- 
tence of obstacles and even though they are still far apart. Although points of 
view are nowhere near being close, we will try to bring them closer together, and 
the committee will go back to both capitals to resume the dialogue. 


Who Is Responsible for the War? 


Iraq has recently proposed [the idea] of forming a fact-finding committee to look 
into the facts about who is responsible for this war. 


Iran, however, thinks that a court should be formed to condemn the aggressor. This 
is a difference of opinion that we may be able to overcome. 


Who Will Pay Compensation? 


Besides, there is another point: who will pay for the war damage? Iraq is asking 
for damages because [it says] it is not responsible for the war, and Iran too 
thinks ic is not responsible for the war. 


And What About the Situation on the Battle front? 


In my opinion it will be difficult for any one of the two parties to achieve a 
firm military victory. We also do not want anyone to achieve victory over anyone. 
We told both parties that we did not want either of them to be defeated. All that 
we want is that Shatt al-'Arab become a Link between both parties. After almost 19 
months, with mounting losses for both parties, we are hoping that this war will 
come to an end no matter what. It is affecting the entire area, and it is even 
threatening world peace. For these reasons we were candid when we talked to the 
parties last time. Therefore, on behalf of che Islamic nation we are asking them, 























or rather we are applying pressure on both parties so each one would concede 
[somewhat] so we can reach a solution. Although that solution may not be satisfac- 
tury to both parties, it would bring about peace, and in the presence of peace 
beth parties would find conciliation. 


A Small Version of the Peace Committee 
(Question! When will the peace committee resume its contacts with the two parties? 


| Answer | The committee will begin its contacts with Tehran and Baghdad next 


month, but we have not yet specified the dates. [Anyhow], it will be a small 
version of the committee. 


(Question! Who will be on that committee? 


(‘Answer] We charged Sekou Toure, the president of Guinea to appoint this commit- 
tee. If it achieves any solutions or results, a committee of ministers of foreign 
affairs will be formed. That committee will study this point in depth so as to 
help the oversight committee implement it. 


The Islamic Nation 
[Question] Will the solution, God willing, be found in the Islamic nation? 


[Answer] Yes, it will be. This is what both Iran and [Iraq insisted upon. Iran has 
strongly emphasized that no foreign element was to interfere in the case and that 
the solution be found within the scope of the Islamic nation. This is causing 
optimism. 


The United States' Interests Are in Danger 
'Ouestion] What has the organization then offered to the Palestinian question? 


_Answer, Our actions have been multi-faceted: we've taken action at the United 
Nations and during emergency sessions of the UN Security Council. We've communi- 
cated with the presidents of Europe, and in the United States we contacted the 
secretary of state. We pointed out to everyone in the West that if this question 
is not solved, it will undoubtedly bring about a third world war because the Arabs 
cannot remain hand-tied in front of Israel's actions. I even said that at the 
Jnited Nations, and I told US officials that the ongoing dispute between Israel 
and the Arabs was an Israeli-U.S. dispute because whenever the international 
community would offer solutions and propose penalties on Israel, the United States 
would veto them and prevent the international community from penalizing Israel's 
aggression. This will create difficult conditions for U.S. interests in the Arab 
countries because Arabs cannot remain silent forever, especially in the face of 
the military escalation which is being strategically reinforced by che United 
States under the guise of strategic agreements. How can we as Arabs accept the 
tinited States' unconditional and unlimited protection for Israel? 


The United States' alliance with Israel is forcing some countries into an alliance 


with che Soviet Union. This will heat up the ongoing struggle between the two 
superpowers in the area, and this is what we want to avoid. We have been saying 
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this every day, and we have been bringing it to the attention ot officials. 
Unfortunately, however, we did not achieve positive results except once when 
Jerusalem was declared the unified capital [of Israel]. Our organization then took 
the case to the Security Council, and we asked all countries to take out their 
embassies from Jerusalem. The Security Council granted our request; the Israeli 
measure was acknowledged; and all the embassies that had been in Jerusalem were 
taken out of the city. At any rate we are continuing our work, and we are certain 
that we will achieve positive results that will enable us to put the question of 
Palestine onto the road to a solution based on establishing a Palestinian state 
and recognizing the PLO as the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people. Tnis is what we are working for, and we are certain that we will achieve 
this result since the Third World in its entirety is supporting us. Europe [is 
also supporting us] despite the hesitation of some countries and despite our 
disillusionment with Mitterand. [Nevertheless], we will continue [our efforts] to 
persuade Europe to develop the Venice Resolution so that Furope's position would 
be one that supports our view. 


Disillusionment with Mitterand 


‘Question}] Why are you disillusioned with Mitterand alone? 

Answer! L am saying I am disillusioned with Mitterand because I was one of the 
first people to think well of him and his cabinet. I assured him that the Arabs 
were apprehensive of his coming to power, and he assured me that he would abide by 
France's commitments and principles. He also assured me that he woulld adhere to 
the Venice principles and to the principles of the Socialist party as well. He 
assured me that his friendship with Israel would not be maintained at the expense 
of the Arabs or at the expense of his principles. But when he went to Israel, Il 
was one of the people who did not oppose his visit to Israel because I believed 
that he would say in Israel [what he had told me] and that he would emphasize to 
the Israelis that the Palestinian people have the right to establish a state, to 
return to their homeland and to determine their own destiny. However, it turned 
out that he said the opposite and that he was biased in his stance on Israel. 
Finally, his visit benefited Israel and did not benefit peace in the area. 


This is what I regret, and my hope is strong that France will review its position 
and avoid the mistakes that were made during this visit. 


Annexation of the West Bank Is Imminent 

‘Question! In this regard I would like to ask Your Excellency, Mr Secretary 
General about four specific matters. The first is that there is a growing armed 
contlict on the West Bank of occupied Palestine between popular forces whose only 
weapon is their faith and Israeli soldiers armed to the teeth with an advanced 
U.S. arsenal of weapons. The conflict has become terrifying, and the Palestinian 
body is being torn [into shreds] every day. This is one matter; the second is.... 


[ Answer | Let me first respond to che first [point]. I hold the Arabs largely 
responsible in this regard. As I said there are two reasons why Israel feels power- 
tul: first, it has full U.S. protection; and second, its weapons and capabilities 
make it militarily superior to the Arabs. Israel cannot have military superiority 
without having the support of the United States--U.S. approval of its | 
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coniuct and its arrogance and U.S. protection. Therefore, I am holding the Arabs 
responsible. If they were united and if they had one plan to which everyone was 
adhering, the United States could then have been placed in a position where it 
would not have been allowed to afford Israel this absolute protection. What is 
hurting us is the fact that we have numerous positions. Begin is taking advantage 
of this opportunity since he knows that the Arabs do not have enough clout to make 
the United States force him to do other than what he wishes to do in the area. 
This is what made Begin proceed with his preparations for the occupation of south 
Lebanon or the annexation of the West Bank. Begin tried this when he annexed the 
Goian. The Arabs did not unite after this operation; why then shouldn't he annex 
the rest as long as this is the case and since crucial matters can be carried out 
so easily, ending in a meeting at the Security Council and then a meeting of the 
General Assembly? Then a resolution would be issued criticizing and attacking 
(Israel|] or even expelling the United States itself for 2 or 3 months. After that 
matters would come to an end and we would be faced with a fait accompli. Begin has 
found an opportunity that he is utilizing to the fullest, and we did not confront 
him the way we should have. I say this in all candor. I believe that if we were to 
confront this forcefully as ome rank with one plan, people in Washington and 
elsewhere will Listen and matters would have been different from what they are now. 


The Occupation of South Lebanon Is Imminent 


_Question} The second matter is this. Mr Hayil 'Abd-al-Hamid (Abu al-—Hawl), the 
security official in the Palestinian Revolution said in an interview he granted to 
AL-SIYASAH that a large number of armored vehicles and tanks were being amassed in 
Safad and that a new land invasion of Lebanon, Jordan or Syria was about to take 
place. When will you take action, Your Excellency Mr Secretary General? Is it 
always our destiny as an Islamic nation to take action after land is occupied? 


(Answer!) First of ali, it is the Arabs who must take action because this is Arab 
land and it is an Arab question. We must agree on a plan of action with which we 
would tace Israel. The role of the Islamic Congress Organization comes after that: 
it would join the plan; it would adopt it; and it would make the Islamic nation 
stand behind it. We would then take similar action with the non-aligned countries. 
Such action on the three preceding arenas would force Europe to be on our side, 
and the United States and Israel would be alone. When the United States sees that 
its interests are being threatened, it wouid come back to its senses an: we would 
thus be able to prevent the annexation of the West Bank or the invasion of south 
Lebanon or any other Arab land. Unfortunately, however, we see nothing Like that 
on tne Arab horizon. We are all talking about the preparations Israel is making to 
annex the West Bank. That's all. And our talk is encouraging [Israel to proceed 
with its expansionist plans, for no one is talking about how Israel is to be 
prevented from annexing the West Bank except in messages sent to the United 
Nations or a request made to convene a Security Council meeting. All these are 
nackneved methods that have produced no results. Begin and others Like him are 
unatfected by a UN resolution as long as the United States gives them its full 
support and as long as the West objects to penalties imposed on the Israelis. The 
Arabs (meanwhile} are satistied with these results that come to them from the 
United Nations. They protest and they write, and then time passes and the fact 
remains that Israel is occupying our country. It is establishing colonies and 
settlements, and we are confronting that with words, speeches and resorting to 

the United Nations and to the Security Council. 
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We Agree That an Islamic Summit Is To Be Held 


|Question! Then as far as measures go, do you think that an emergency Islamic 
Summit conference should be convened to confront this emergency situation? 


[Answer] There should be an Arab summit conference first. After that, we in the 
Islamic Congress Organization would be prepared to convene an emergency summit 
conterence. We fear, however, that this conference may fail because of the disag- 
reements among the Arabs in it. Arab countries have almost half the seats in this 
congress. Therefore, as I've mentioned, we would prefer that the Arabs agree ona 
plan first. 


This Is the Policy of the U.S. President 


[Question] This is true. French President Mitterand visited Israel and Jerusalem 
and despite that trade relations with him are growing. 


[Answer] This is actually happening, and why not? Mitterand knows that the Arabs 
are not capable of treating him in a manner that would threaten his interests. 


I was told once that a U.S. president was asked why he was encouraging Israel in 
that manner and not taking the Arabs’ positions into account. He replied, "With my 
policy I am winning the friendship of Israel, which brings me the support of Jews 
in the United States, and I do not lose the Arabs." This is what is happening now. 


Today President Reagan is solving his domestic problems with his policy toward 
Israel. U.S. officials tell us, "For us, the question of Israel is a domestic prob- 
lem because it affects domestic policy. If the president were to stand up against 
the policy that Israel wants, he would be faced with complicated domestic 
problems." 


The Muslims of the Philippines 


[Question Let us shift to another one of the Muslims' problems. You met with 
President Marcos of the Philippines, and you also received Mr (Maysuri), president 
ot the Islamic Moro Front in the Philippines. What was accomplished in this 
regard? Are you satisfied as an Islamic organization with the conditions of 
Muslims there? 


| Answer | Not at all. We are not satisfied with the conditions of Muslims there. 
This was not the first meeting I had with President Marcos. I met him in Manila in 
February 1980, and I made him aware of our position regarding what was happening 
to Muslims in the south Philippines. I told him that adherence to the Tripoli 
agreement was necessary. President Marcos was saying that he had granted the 
Muslims of the south administrative autonomy in accordance with the agreement. I 
believe that there are sections of this agreement that both parties did not honor. 
Therefore, I asked President Marcos to start negotiations between the two parties 
so that the items over whose application the two parties had differed could be 
ironed out. It was these items of disagreement that had forced the Moro Front to 
ask for independence. Naturally, we do not approve of that, and we preter that the 
Philippines remain one nation. No matter what, we do not want countries to be 
partitioned. We are calling for unity around Islam and throughout the entire 
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world, not partition. A Muslim citizen, wherever he is, is a good citizen for his 
Cuuntry and would noc work for the partitioning of his country. Instead, he would 
work tor the reinforcement, the support and the defense of his country. This 
requires that his country give him his rights and treat him as a citizen entitled 
to all the rights that other citizens are entitled to. 


Actually, the Tripoli agreement can be implemented to the letter by both parties. 
President Marcos promised that the talks and the dialogue would be resumed within 
the next 2 months. 


Three Billion Dollars from the Gulf Countries 


[Question) Your Excellency, Mr Secretary General, the countries of the Arab Gulf 
at the Mecca Summit allocated 3 billion dollars in aid to the economies of the 
Islamic countries. What happened to this resolution? Has it been carried out, and 
if so, how? 


_Answer_ This is a very important question. Actually when the 3 billion dollars 
were discussed at the Mecca Summit Conference, no determination was made as to how 
these tunds would be used, how they would be raised or who would carry out this 
matter. All these {questions} have actually remained unanswered. We called a 
meeting here at the Secretariat General, and it was attended by representatives of 
Gulf credit and development funds because it seems that the governments of Gulf 
countries want to have this sum financed by development funds. Saudi Arabia 
announced that it would contribute 1 billion dollars. Then we received a dispatch 
from Kuwait stating that Kuwait would earmark 500 million dollars for that pur- 
pose. We did not receive anything from any other Gulf country. And at the meeting 
that we held we did not reach any agreement on how these sums of money would be 
used. Were applications for them to be made directly to the funds or were these 
applications to be made through the Islamic Congress Organization? What is the 
role that the secretariat general will play to coordinate [activities] between the 
funds and these countries? I will communicate again with those countries that can 
orovide a high standard of performance so that they can give [us] clear instruc- 
tions abouc their view on implementing this project. At their next meeting country 
representatives would then have clear instructions. Our meetings would then be 
fruitful, and these meetings would come out with resolutions that would allow us 
to implement such an important decision that came out of a summit meeting. Forgive 
us for speaking candidly. 


Three New Islamic Institutions 


juestion, [What are] the organizations which you are forming, implementing or 
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organizing? 


LAnswer |} We now have two organizations whose establishment has been agreed upon, 
and everything has been prepared for them. The first is a trade development office 
in Casablanca. Its function is to work among the Islamic countries so that these 
countries would have priority in trade exchanges. To put it more clearly, if any 
Islamic country is producing refereshments or rubber for cars, [tor example], 
these materials would be bought from Islamic countries instead of buying them from 
Europe. God willing, this office will begin working this year. The second 
Organization is the Organization for Islamic Culture, Education and Sciences; it 
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will be located in Fez. It will hold its constituent congress, which consists of 
the ministers of culture of Islamic countries, on May 3 and 4 in Fez in Morocco. 
We also have another cultural organization: the Organization of Islamic Techno- 
logical Sciences. This organization has now begun working; it has offices, and it 
is headed by Dr ‘Ali Katani, a well-known physicist. We do not want to increase 
these organizations all at once, and, God willing, we will devote our efforts this 
year to these three organizations only. 


[Question] Are you staying on then in your position? 

But before Mr Chatti answered, I said, "Allow me to answer for you. I've been with 
you for 1 week, and I found you to be more lively, more healthy and more 
genial....'' 

Mr Chatti smiled and said, "My position [involves] a kind of a holy effort, and 


one Cannot give up one's effort and one's faith until the very last day of his 
life."

ISLAMIC STATES’ COORDINATION--Riyadh, 22 May (SPA)--Islamic Conference Organ- 
isation (ICO) Secretary-General Habib Chatti, in an interview published to- 
day, called for political, economic, cultural and technological coordination 
among Islamic states. He told the Jidda-published newspaper AL-BILAD that such 
a move was necessary "to defend our rights and regain the glories of the 
Muslim nation by recoving Holy Jerusalem [words indistinct] occupied Palestine 
from the pawns of Zionism." Mr Chatti said that in [words indisinct] ICO had 
taken steady steps towards developing and encouraging cooperation among its 
members in all domains. He noted that international economic changes had made 
the Islamic states suffer economically, like other countries of the world. 
"This rendered it necessary to organise economic action among the Islamic 
community to put an end to world economic problems," he said. Mr Chatti af- 
firmed that the "only alternative for the Islamic countries is to organise 
among them on the basis of exploiting the human, technological, and finanical 
resources available to them." He concluded by saying "the Islamic world 
should collectively and effectively face the hostile challenges and achieve 
Islamic solidarity to stand up against [word indistinct] danger." [Text]

GCC'S BISHARAH DISCUSSES GCC GOALS, ACCOMPLISHMENTS

[Excerpt] The ultirate objective of the Arab Gulf Cooperation Council (AGCC) 
is Gulf unity, the council's secretary-general Abdullah Bisharah said yester- 
day, adding that the Gulf states had gone a long way towards accomplishing it. 


In an interview with Abu Dhabi Radio on the occasion of the first anniversary 
of the AGCC's formation, Mr Bisharah said the Gulf states could, as one bloc, 
contribute positively to the pan-Arab national causes. He affirmed that the 
strength of the Gulf was complementary to that of the Arab nation. 


He said the AGCC interior ministers would meet in October to formulate a 
comprehensive security agreement so the region might emerge as a cohesive, 
powerful and solid body. 


Mr Bisharah added that foreign manpower in the Gulf not only constituted a 
psychological and social problem but a security risk to the region. He 
assured the Gulf citizens the AGCC was giving this problem its undivided 
attention. 


Experts in the AGCC will shortly meet to discuss the foreign manpower problem 
and means of lessening risks stemming from it, he said. 


In an interview with Qatar Radio Mr Bisharah said the most significant achieve- 
ment of the Arab Gulf states in recent history was the creation of the AGCC. 


Despite the critical circumstances the region is facing and the war ablaze on 
its borders, the Gulf looks more stable and secure than at any time, thanks 
to the AGCC, he said. 


the economic integration agreement, which the AGCC reached in October, was one 
of the early fruits of the council's efforts and fully met the Gulf citizens' 
ambitions for joint economic prosperity and welfare, he added. 

Mr Bisharah said the position of the AGCC regarding the Gulf war was that 


hostilities did not serve the interests of either of the two warring neighbours 
and would only invite foreign intervention into the region.

TWENTY YEARS AFTER EVIAN AGREEMENTS REVIEWED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 16, 17, 18 Mar 82

[Text] On 18 March 1962, General de Gaulle announced the 
conclusion of the Evian Agreements following final negotia- 
tions that had taken place at the Hotel du Parc in Paris. 

For his part, Ben Khedda, president of the GPRA (Provisional 
Government of the Algerian Republic), announced on radio sta- 
tions in Tunis, Rabat, Tangiers, Tripoli and Cairo that the 
ceasefire would take effect at noon on 19 March. These 
accords, which have subsequently been gutted by both sides, 
constituted a decisive phase in the movement toward peace 

and the proclamation of Algeria's independence on 3 July 1962. 


In a three-part article, Louis Terrenoire, a member of the 
Resistance -- he served as secretary of the National Council 
of the Resistance in 1944 and was deported to Dachau in April 
1945, became a journalist for L'AUBE, the organ of the MRP 
[Popular Republican Movement], upon liberation, and finally, 
a minister under General de Gaulle in 1961 -- tells under 
what conditions the Evian Agreements were concluded. 


Terrenoire, who has always been sensitive to Arab and Muslim 
feelings, is honorary president of the Association of French- 
Arab Solidarity. 
i. Historic Council of 19 March 1962 
At a little after 1300 hours on Sunday, 18 March, the aide I sent to Evian 
phoned me at the Ministry 1 and I heard him say, in a very tired voice: 
"Tt is done." 


A special Cabinet meeting was held at 1500 hours on the following day. 


General de Gaulle immediately yielded the floor to Louis Joxe, minister in 
charge of Algerian affairs, who presented a brief report on the last 12 days 
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of negotiations in Evian, during which, he said, “the genius of those men, 

who consists of debating for the sake of debating, emerged even more strongly." 
Representatives of the Provisional Government of the Algerian Republic (GPRA) 
reportedly encountered very lively opposition on the part of their peers, 
particularly with respect to the military clauses. Robert Buron, who had al- 
ready participated in the secret Jura meetings with Jean de Broglie, confirmed 
the impression of the minister: ''We found them more distrustful of us and of 


themselves than at Rousses! Chikaia was the order of the dav." 


Prime Minister Michel Debre was concerned about the scope of the texts on am- 
nesty. He requested and obtained 24 hours more in order to refine them, al- 
though the president of the republic warned: "We cannot go back on them." 


Bernard Chenot, keeper of the seals, presented detailed ohservations, parti- 
cularly with respect to the establishment of a court of public order, and 
proposed several amendments, which were rejected. 


Nevertheless, he reserved the right to give instructions that would provide 
all necessary clarifications. 


Da Gaulle (softly): "That seems to be a philosophy in keeping with the nature 
of things." 


However, as Raymond Triboulet, minister of veterans affairs, turned the debate 
to the sensitivities of the members of the European Community, a sensitivity 
carried to the extreme by the terrorist actions of the OAS [Secret Army Organ- 
ization], the chief of state reacted strongly with harsh words, then thanked 
the three negotiators, especially Louis Joxe. "The goal to be achieved," he 
explained, "was the ceasefire and a path laid out for afterwards. There have 
to be two of us to follow that path. If the FLN should not take it, then so 
much the worse for them. You know that that has always been the substance of 
my thought." 


The Cabinet then moved on to an examination of the bill to be submitted for a 
reterendum in the mother country. Inasmuch as the constitution does not per- 
mit direct and explicit approval of the action of the government (and the 
veneral regretted this), somewhat ambiguous formulations were necessary. The 
prime minister presented precisely one conventional remark backed by the keeper 
of the seals. 


De Gaulle: "I am going to have the whole Cabinet agzinst me and yet, the 
Cabinet is represented here." A few minutes went by; the debate became very 
heated. De Gaulle: "They've stuck us with a constitution!" (Hilarity within 
the Cabinet.) It was then the turn of Edgard Pisani, minister of agriculture, 
to regret that the question posed to the country could not be more precise. 

The general pointed out that the precautions introduced into the constitution 
in order to avoid conferring the appearance of a plebiscite on referendums 

are due to the intervention of his political friends on the constituent commis- 
sion. He added that the people would not be mistaken, after the explanations 
he would himself give. 
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Since the "jurists'' were not done presenting their observations, which did not 
always agree, De Gaulle exclaimed: "I have always found the Cabinet before 

me in the person of the prime minister," who did not look as if he appreciated 
the reflection much. 
Giscard d'Estaing then proposed one modification, manifestly intended to atten- 
uate the amount of personal confidence in the General implied by the text. 
Andre Malraux, who had previously remained totally silent, seemed to wake up, 
exploded and hit his mark. 





The chief of state turned to the minister, recently promcted to succeed Baum- 
gartner, and was content to say: "That is one way of looking at things." He 
then concluded tne debate on the orders for application of the Evian accords. 
"Heed my words: The Algerian affair will not be settled without great risk." 


The meeting is over; it wil! go down in history. But the most decisive and 
most solemn meeting had already taken place four weeks earlier, when Joxe 
reported on the conclusion of the secret negotiations that had taken place in 
a chalet at the snowy Rousses station at 1,100 meters altitude. The min- 
ister's report lasted from 1700 to 1810 hours, only a little over an hour -- 
not long -- to sum up the essential part of the agreements, which no one had 
thought would be so complete. Joxe concluded by recommending that as little 
time be allowed to go by as possible between the ceasefire and self—-determina- 
tion. 


The ministers and secretaries of state were then called, one by one, to give 
their opinions. It was the second time that the president of the republic had 
ever done this. Guillaumat, minister-delegate, began because he was on the 
prime minister's left; Joxe was on the right. After the very reserved 
consent he gave to the accords, the approving tone dominated. With Malraux, 
it was a feeling of protound satisfaction. He went so far as to pronounce 

the word "victory." Ms Nafissa Sid Cara (secretary of state in charge of 
Algerian affairs), on the contrary, did not conceal her concern and asked many 
questions. Triboulet condemned the Saharian clauses, but was for the accords 
on the whole. Lucien Paye, minister of national education, approved, then 
presented various objections to the application, which caused Malraux to ob- 
serve that no treaty has ever been applied as signed. Couve de Murville 
closed the series by expressing a healthy skepticism. Debre then took the 
tloor. The text was well-written, he said. However, there could not fail 

to be a shadow: the absence of any written guarantee for Muslims fighting 
with France. He deplored the fact that this should be so. 


The prime minister raised his tone and grew philosophical: ''We are coming to 
the end of a painful test. Malraux spoke of victory, but it is rather a 
victory over ourselves. Now, everything depends on what France will be. If 
it remains strong, we can then continue the fight in another way and maintain 
what should be." 


The president of the republic thought it was up to him to give its real conclu- 
sion to the debate: "This is the end," he said, "the end of a crisis, but 
an end is never anything but a departure. We had to take world circumstances 
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into account. This is an honorable outcome. It is not necessary to discourse 
on what was done or was not done before. Men are men and they can make a 
mistake, but it was indispensable to get France out of a situation that brought 
it only grief. That the accords are contingent in their application is true. 
We shall have to make things easier for that Algeria that is going to emerge. 
But we could not prevent it from being born. We are giving it its chance." 


Al ° 
Miraculous" 


Atter the Cabinet meeting, the General called me to him with Debre and Joxe to 
work out the terms of the communique, which was quickly done. Then, turning 

to the prime minister, he said, stressing every word: "Actually, it is miracu- 
lous that we reached these agreements because if you think of it, for 130 
years, ‘they’ have never ceased being dominated, looted, lumiliated." 


It would have been impossible, during the three and a half long years that 
came to a close on 19 March 1962, for General de Gaulle to express himself 
with such total frankness. The opposition and obstacles accompanying them on 
the French side (without mentioning the other side) would have been insur- 
mountable. 


As a result, Tixier-Vignancour, among others, did not fail to take advantage 
of this tact to accuse De Gaulle of duplicity, while defending General Salan. 
In the stenographic record ot the trial, the attorney, whose opinions were in 
keeping with those of the activists in French Algeria, said about his client 
that he was "a man who bitterly, harshly blames himselt for having been de- 
ceived." 


For some of General de Gaulle's adversaries, the "double language" was even 
presented as a "double play." 


But let us refer to the MEMOIRES D'ESPOIR (Vol 1, p 51): "If I had openly 
proclaimed my intentions, there can be no doubt that, on the ocean of alarmed 
ignorance, scandalized astonishment and united malevolence, there would have 
risen such a wave of stupor and fury that it would have sunk the ship. Without 
changing directions, [I therefore had to maneuver up until the time when good 
sense would pierce the fog." 


As soon as General de Gaulle returned to head national affairs -- and when he 
was recalled to take over the war from which the men of the Fourth Republic, 
however worthy they may have been personally, could find no other way out 
than that of a "final quarter of an hour" indefinitely postponed -- more 

than one man knew his intentions concerning the future of Algeria, provided 
he could patiently dig it out of the facts. 

la truth, anyone in Paris that would fit into the category of "political 
class,'' without mentioning the newsmen legitimately on the alert, had to be 
aware that while crossing the desert, Charles de Gaulle had received a large 
number of visitors, whose requests for meetings were handled by Olivier 
Guichard and Colonel de Bonneval. These interlocutors had no recommendation 
to hide. 
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Trouble 


Kabyle writer Jean Amrouche, who was received in April 1955, reported remarks 
that seemed based on a predetermination: "The Algerian affair is too big for 
this re,ime. Algeria will be emancipated. It will take a long time. There 
will be a lot of trouble, a lot of damage. You will have to suffer a great 
deal. As for me, I shall not speak until I am in a situation to do what I

have said." 


Sometime thereafter, on 18 May 1955, IL was myself received by General de Gaulle 
during one of his stays in Paris. For the first time, he spoke of the future 
of that Algeria, whose entire Muslim and European population had for 6 months 
been doomed to anxiousness and torment. 

"We are in the presence of a worldwide movement, a wave that is carrying all 
peoples toward emancipation," he told me. '"There are imbeciles who refuse to 
understand this. It is not worthwhile talking to them. But it is certain 
that if we want to stay in North Africa, we shall have to accomplish enormous, 
spectacular feats and create the conditions for a new partnership. Now then, 
this regime cannot do that. 1, personally, would not be sure of succeeding," 
(and as I made a gesture of protest), "but naturally, I would try it." 


Two years later, in June 1957 -- 30 months after the beginning of the uprising 
in Aures -- the nonconformism of Charles de Gaulle was publicly well-known. 
The left was in the process of taking him in. When I spoke to him openly 
about it, he said: "If I have a plan, I shall be careful not to make it 
known.'' But he was thinking of a peace in which there would be no winner and 
no loser. 


\nother meeting was held on 10 September, less than 3 weeks before the fall 

of the Bourges-Maunoury ministry, whose opponent was Jacques Soustelle, a 
determined adversary of an outline law on Algeria and whose federative orien- 
tations De Gaulle told me he approved. He thought that the head of the Cabinet 
was right to express the distinctive nature of Algeria in the planned institu- 
tions, but he thought that this last production of the spirit of reform "came 
10 years too late" and would in no way halt the Arabs' movement. Moreover, 

he thought that no one and nothing could halt it: "And yet, a completely 
difterent regime that would rejuvenate France and make it attractive could 

try a totailv new partnership experiment." 


Right months Later, De Gaulle had in his hands the first attributes of power; 
he was in command. He would be even more so after his election to the Office 
of President on 21 December 1958. The hidden war would see six normally estab- 
lished governments and other tailures go by: He now had it on his shoulders. 
\lgeria would have to decide its destiny by itself. In his mind, it was al- 
ready decided, but with all his might, he hoped that at the cost of an original 
status, it would remain closely associated with France. 


At the time of his second trip to Algeria at the beginning of July 1958, he 
said he wanted "to go to the heart of the country and from there, to the heart 
of the problems."" He would himself discover what an admirable woman, a 
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wittme hear ced socio i » Mrs Getimatime Pilitenu,y tad seen aid condemned : thie 
poverty ot a country where “nine out of ten tamilies live trom hand to mouth," 
that reduction to mendicancy of the people ot the bled [inland country], that 
choice terrain where revoit germinated with each generation. "The question 

has been in the air for 130 years," General de Gaulle was soon to say publicly. 
some 50 official speeches, dozens and dozens of addresses improvised during his 
visits to our provinces, at least 12 press conterences, would constitute the 
patient, gradual transmission to the nation of the results of the apprentice- 
ship of the Algerian truth made by General de Gaulle in order to be able to 
follow his conscience. But how many obstacles had to be overcome! And what

it Algeria was as truly French as they were saying in some quarters, it should 
have presented itself as the extension or reflection of the mother country.

of the barricades. 1 was immediately put to the test in order to obtain > 
changes such as the relaying through the Algiers radio station of certain 
broadcasts trom Paris. Otherwise, the news were edited and translated in such 
a way as to make them more palatable to the pieds-noirs [Algerian Frenchmen] 


Listeners. 


fhe wovernmental directives were systematically presented in a restrictive 
fashion under the aegis of a colonel who confused official policy with psycho- 
Lopical warfare. Appointed by me to head the radiobroadcasting system, in 
order to rectify the situation, Jean Oudinot would one day take several bullets 
from the OAS tor it, escaping miraculously. 


Having been involved, to a certain extent, in the episode of the president's 
seventh trip to Algeria, I intend not to leave it out, for it served as an 
argument for those accusing him of duplicity. We were still in 1960 and at 

the beginning of March, General de Gaulle undertook a "visit to the messhalls," 
a good-natured term that annoyed him all the more because soldiers of all ranks 
fell not far from those messhalls. 2 


In order to follow him and ensure the broadcast of the statements he would 
make, a single newsman was chosen, but he was an aristocrat and furthermore, 

he belonged to no particular news organ, but to the semi-official AGENCE 

FRANCE PRESSE: Jean Mauriac. His pen is equaled only by his professionalism. 
Even today, he remains a privileged witness of those meetings between De Gaulle 
and those who resolved, at the price of their success and sacrifices, to avoid 
the humiliation of an Algerian Dien Bien Phu. While awaiting negotiations 
whose preliminaries had not yet begun, how could De Gaulle give the army any 
other watchwords than those that are his duty to give: control of the terrain? 


Melun Assembly 


Was this a shift, a new deal, a contradiction with the policy of self- 
determination? The reports, transmitted directly to stenographers of AGENCE 
FRANCE PRESSE, went to editing rooms, where the military language seemed 
‘trewn with sour notes. [t was poorly understood. Others quite obviously 
interpreted it according to their own inclinations. There resulted a whole 


host of misconceptions and even the more kindly-disposed began to wonder, as 
in the case of Guy Mollet.? The minister of information himself was discon- 


certed. 


General de Gaulle appeared to be even more troubled than I was when I entered 
his Elysee office upon his return on 7 March. He did not conceal his 


48 











amazement over what he had read in the press to the effect that he was being 
pushed aside and he had me summoned in order to give me a statement which he 
had personally dratted, but which was presented as a communique that would have 
my ofticial stamp. After reading it, I proposed that he change the imperfect 
tenses into the present indicative in order to make the text more immediate, 
which he accepted with good grace. For the first time, one saw express mention 
of an "Algerian Algeria linked to France,'' while integration was presented as 
a return "to direct domination practiced by the mother country since the con- 
quest." 


!f this was a sudden turnaround, logic would have prevented the first direct 
talks with the FLN at the prefecture of Melun on 25 June 1960, less than 

4 months later, with the FLN represented by Boumendjel and Benyahia. Ten days 
earlier, General de Gaulle had spoken more urgently than ever: "Once again, 
on behali of France, I turn to the leaders of the insurrection. I tell them 
that we await them here to join with them in finding an honorable end to the 
fighting...." | 


Of the Melun meeting, like my colleagues, I perceived only the echoes. On the 
evening of Monday, 1/7 June 1960, the prime minister summoned us to the Hotel 
Matignon to give us his impressions, without truly bringing us up to date. He 
was optimistic and spoke of "getting into gear," but we were afraid lest the 
French interlocutors, Roger Moris, then secretary for Algerian affairs, and 
General de Gastines, once within the Seine-et-—Marne prefecture, might trans- 
late recommendations of simple firmness into terms of inflexibility. For their 
part, the Algerian emissaries seemed to have trouble receiving precise instruc- 
tions trom the collegial organs of the GPRA. 


A mishap rather than a real failure, the Melun meeting marked the second impor- 
tant step in the search for peace. As De Gaulle complained of the cautious 
discretion of the members of the government, whom he criticized for not solidly 
supporting his Algerian policy before the country, and since every week he 

used much more significant language with respect to the substance of his 
thought, the minister of information, more than any other, had to take it as 
stated. Taking advantage of a meeting of militants one Sunday in Alencon, l 
used the word never before heard in public: "De Gaulle is determined to go 
through with decolonization in Algeria." 


Ditfieult Task 


[wo days later, at the Elysee office for a prolonged meeting on information 
matters, the General told me, not without elegance: "What you said in Orne 
totally expresses my thought." 


My opportunity to accompany him to Algeria for his eighth and last trip, from 
9 to L3 December 1960, would enable me to witness the most convincing lesson 
in that apprenticeship of truth which the president of the republic had deemed 
indispensable before consenting to an outcome that looked more and more like 
the fate of the Ancient Greeks. Why fatal? Because the activists were going 
to win their bet against France. Crossing Algeria from west to east, from 
Tlemcen to Bone, we were to measure the extent of the gap that had grown 
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teadily wider between the two communities from year to year. Two other mem- 
bers of the government accompanied the president: Louis Joxe, named the 
previous 22 November as minister in charge of Algerian affairs, and Pierre 


Messmer, minister of the armed forces. 


In the Caravelle that was carrying a whole band to the Zenata military base 
in western Oran, I was told in confidence by the General: "This is going to 
be a difficult yame that we are going to play and there is no joy in it for 


joining with the unrest that enveloped the people of Algeria, the worst possi- 
bie weatner yreeted us and never lett us. How lugubrious the snow can be in 
that land ordinarily bathed by the sun! 


in an article written during the two years that followed, I made a detailed 
report ot that trip.’ I shall not go back to it; it was very sad. At Ain- 
femouchet.t, Orleansville and Bougie, among other places, two angry crowds 
contronted one another and their hue and cry left no further doubt about their 
positions: One shouted: "French Algeria!" and the other replied: "Algerian 


A 1 Rer ia ! . 


When we stopped at the Bougie subprefecture, very bad news came to us from 
Alviers, whichour cortege of helicopters had avoided: The Muslims had come 
out of the Casbah to demonstrate, leaving 50 dead behind. The president of 
the republic was highly upset because a whole portion of his efforts had been 
spoiled, especially for the international position of France. 


Three davs after our return, the prime minister received me at the Hotel 
Matignon and toid me privately: ‘The General has to choose. He tells us in 
the Cabinet that we are moving toward an Algerian state dominated by the FNL. 
We can theretore not continue to spend billions on that country, no less than 
200 if the agrarian reform is carried out." 


Betore the members ot the government, the chief of state became more and more 

accustomed to saying what he truly thought, sometimes in very free terms. 

Bui there was scarcely any difference in the appeal he addressed to the nation 

in view of the referendum planned for 8 January 1961. He essentially formu- 

lated it in the following terms: "The French people are being called upon 

to sav, in a referendum, whether they approve, as I am asking them to do, of 

having the Alverian people choose their own destiny when peace is restored. 

Mhat means either breaking with the French Republic or making it a part of it 
y an association. It is understood in advance that as far as it is 

concerned, France will ‘contirm that choice." 


At the end of the Cabinet meeting a few’days before the election, the president 
of the republic made it clearly understood that if the total negative votes and 
abstentions comprised a majority, then he would draw the proper conclusion. 
immediately, in the uproar following his departure, figures were mentioned. 
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Fiscard d'Estaing, secretary of state for finance, placed particular insistence 
on calculating that a 70-percent "yes' vote and 30-percent abstention rate 
would give 49 percent of the registered voters. 


In my meeting with the General, I found him curiously convinced of the idea 
of tailure, which would cause him to step down immediately. 


But this never came to pass, inasmuch as the results of the referendum con- 
stituted a real success tor De Gaulle, contrary to his pessimism. 


"That is very honorable," | said, entering the Elysee office 24 hours later. 
That was also the feeling of the General, who commented on the figures, com- 
paring them with those of the constitutional referendum on 28 September 1958. 


Calculating transfer votes and trying to guess what the nullified votes -- 
nearly 600,000 out of over 20 million voters -- would have meant, he said: 
"A million communist votes went "yes," the extreme right did not get what it 
thought -- that is, over a million votes -- plus the votes of that floating 
mass which is always against whatever is for something else." Concerning the 
results in Algeria itself: "Let there be no mistake about it: The Muslims 
in the large cities followed the orders of the FLN." 


The General suddenly changed expressions and told me: 'Mr Information Minister, 
to date, 1 have given many speeches. It was a matter of gradually preparing 
public opinion for what had to happen. Now things are getting serious. We 
shall have to remain silent because we shall have contacts with the FLN; we 

are going to undertake those contacts. Naturally, there have been plenty of 
noisy persons who tried at various opportunities to play the middleman role, 
but they had no power to do so. Now it will be different."

fil. "An End To It" 





The approval which the great majority of French voters gave to the president 

or the republic through the referendum of 8 January 1961 would enable him to 
move forward. The end was in sight. Contact was resumed in Switzerland with 
the emissaries of the FLN, including Boumendjel, who had already come to Melun. 
The French missi dominici were Georges Pompidou and diplomat Bruno de Leusse. 
However, it was not until May that actual negotiations began at Evian. 


Throughout that long year of patience and impatience, obstacles from the admin- 
istration were never lacking. Above it, there were also a few. There were 
also faux pas, for example, when Ben Bella and his co-prisoners began a hunger 
strike, or the indictment of Abderrahman Fares, former president of the Alger- 
ian Assembly, Nor would enforcement of Article 16 of the constitution after 
the military coup in Algiers in April suffice to calm the turbulence that would 
yrow steadily worse. 


Paradoxically enough, the exemplary speed with which the chief of state put 
down the insane undertaking of generals Challe, Salan, Jouhaud and Zeller, the 
"guartet,'' revealed a positive result with respect to General de Gaulle's 
authority and the loyalty of the army, both at the top and among enlisted men. 
The inevitable legal sequels nevertheless poisoned the atmosphere for a time, 
while the so-called OAS organization became increasingly subversive and un- 
leashed violence in Algeria and France as well. In September, on the road to 
Colombey in Pont-sur-Seine, the president of the republic was the target. He 
escaped, but only narrowly. 


(i one will recail that during that same year, 1961, the international situa- 
tion srew dark with the building of the Berlin Wall and more complicated with 
the startup of the EEC, one will better understand certain delays in the Al- 
serian negotiations and their equally disappointing pauses and resumptions. 
Nevertheless, the ship was approaching the port, despite the increasingly 
troayied waters. In order to follow it, I shall look at a number of Cabinet 
meetings during that period. 


On 30 August, tor example, General de Gaulle went after the report just pre- 
sented by Louis Joxe, minister in charge of Algerian affairs. "Those in the 

FLN move in an inevitable direction, the revolutionary direction. That is 
fairly lovieal from the angle of an Algeria without France. But they do not 
realize that we also are taking a revolutionary direction. We want to get out; 
that is our policy. If these gentlemen want to come to an agreement with us 

on something suitable, they can still do so. If they do not want to, we shall 
try to find others. And if these others do not want to either, then we shall 
get out anyhow! Then it will be a regrouping with all the consequences. Pre- 
paring for regrouping and repatriation: That is the truth. There is no other!" 
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bho response to a question trom Minister Triboulet: "A partnership would be oa 
sift we would make to Algeria. We can consent to cooperation, il they want 

it. That is the truth. We must have the courage to take a stand.... However, 
we must make a tinal effort: try to find people who would be aware of their 
Algerian responsibility. Our best wishes accompany you, Mr Joxe!" 


General de Gaulle's psychology is thus transparent: Doing violence to a 
clairvoyance that drove him to pessimism, he did not want to discourage any 
effort that might reverse the trend. 


The prime minister also persisted: "Mr Joxe's attempt must absolutely not be 
dominated by the idea that we will give up." 


De Gaulle responded: "In January, we held a referendum ard the association 
was implicitly proposed to Algeria. You saw the results. That does not inter- 
est them, as soon as it comes from France!" 


The terrorist actions of the OAS were henceforth regularly on the agenda of 
the Cabinet meetings. On 27 September, it was learned that in Bone, out of 
485 policemen, the pretect had only 80 that were reliable. 


"That is a remarkable proportion," the General let slip. 

Was the proportion any better in Paris? On 17 October, 30,000 Algerian workers 
demonstrated in the streets of Paris. The president commented to me in these 
words: "That is the proof that I am right when I speak of disengagement. 

The 9 million Muslim Algerians, who will number 20 million in a few years, 

no longer agree to live under the same conditions as they did before with 

the 1 million Europeans." 


Realities and Interests 


On 26 October, it was a matter of police exactions. The state of mind of the 
guardians of the peace was inspired by the pretext of taking revenge for their 
dead, who had fallen under the bullets of FLN killers. On a given day, their 
vengeance would go too far and the traces of their racism would take a long 
time to extirpate. 


Then followed speeches by Buron and Sudreau against the brutality of the re- 
pression. With Louis Joxe, we returned to Algeria and the procedures that 
delayed the negotiations. De Gaulle then took the floor: "The realities and 
interests force us to permit the birth of an Algerian nation, but that nation 
must emerge from the ballot box, therefore, from a vote on self-determination. 
And it is better that it should take place after an agreement has been con- 
cluded on the whole set ot questions, particularly the guarantees of the 
Europeans (...). 


"On the self-determination vote, the two questions posed will be as follows: 
1) Do you want an independent nation? 2) Do you want that nation to cooper- 
ate with France? In order to proceed to that vote, a provisional government 
will be necessary. The FLN is free to cooperate with it. And if, in the 
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inal analysis, nothing is possible, then we shall leave Algeria alone and 
we do not need the FLN for that.... That is perfectly possible, if one day 
we are finally fed up, and that day is not far off!" 


From week to week, the Algerian problem on the whole also tended to give way 
to the situation created by the OAS violence and the complicity which the 
terrorists found in the mother country, whence the decision, on 22 November, 
to dissolve a certain "Vincennes committee" formerly founded by Soustelle 
and which held a scandalous meeting at the Mutual Insurance Company. The 
chief of state's question remained without an answer: "Why was the Mutual 
meeting authorized?" 


On that date, it was the General's 7lst birthday, but he did not want the 
prime minister to offer his best wishes at a Cabinet meeting. 


By the end of the year, the foreign policy could not be ignored and it re- 
quired a great deal from the chief of state. Ina few days, the Elysee re- 
ceived a line of visitors: Soviet Ambassador Vinogradov, a trio of Moroccan 
ministers, the German president of the EEC, Hallstein, the president of the 
former French Congo, Fulbert Youlou, Chancellor Adenauer, American Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk. Their visits should have created more of a sensation than 
the tinny music from Algiers, the most inoffensive aspect of those civil war 
prodromes over which De Gaulle revealed he was increasingly concerned. 


Minister of Interior Roger Frey banned an anti-OAS demonstration announced for 
19 December. "As far as the OAS is concerned," the president of the republic 
told the Cabinet, "there can be no question: We shall fight it by every possi- 
ble means. Just because the judges are pathetic does not mean these people 

are going to go scot-free. But you were right to ban the demonstrations 
because under the pretext of coming out against the OAS, they were rebelling 
avainst the government."

In our private meeting following the Cabinet session, the General denounced 
the ‘intoxication of the opposition" that was leading it to the deepest bitter- 


ness. 


At least the New Year would finally bring the hope of an imminent end to the 
bloody tragedy that began on All Saints’ Day in 1954. On 3 January, the 

minister of state whose duty it was updated the Cabinet, for the first time, 
on the talks with the FLN, secret once again. If he was still very cautious 
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over the outcome, it was undoubtedly because they had been pushed as far as 
possible. A meeting of the GPRA planned for the days ahead near Rabat seemed 
to indicate that an answer was expected. 


Concerning the information given by Joxe, the president asked for the more 
absolute secrecy: "I am asking for it and even requiring it," he said. 


When I submitted the proposed communique to him, he had me correct the ritual 
phrase from: "The minister in charge of Algerian affairs reported on the 
situation in Algeria," to "the situation concerning Algeria." 

It was much more than a nuance! Behind the substitution of a tiny little 
word was a whole past in the balance.

Text | Newspapers come out every day with sensational news about spoiled foods.

ne of the most prominent of these "characters" is Tawfiq 'Abd-al-Hay, who came 
into the limelight recently, and who has been the focal point of campaigns because 
ot the suspicions that have tainted the deals he concluded to import spoiled 
chicken.

[If we were to overlook Tawfiq 'Abd-al-Hay, if we were to overlook his greed and 
his betrayal of his tellow countrymen so he can enrich himself, collect his 
ill-gotten gains and smuggle them abroad, we cannot overlook a question that has 
become a pressing question on the mind otf every citizen and every man in the 
street everywhere. This question is this: Who are the people backing Tawtiq

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CAIRO UNIVERSITY SYMPOSIUM ON SHARI'AH, LEGISLATION

Article: "Islamic Law: When Will Codification Process End and Application Begin?"'| 


Text] Dr Sufi Abu Talib: "I promised God that the codifica- 
tion process would see the light of day." 

Dr Zakariya al-Barri: ''The opinion of people in the legal pro- 
fession is required." 

Dr Muhammad Najib Husni: "Application of Islamic law is being 
demanded by the public." 


A symposium was held at Cairo University for discussing the subject of codifying 
Islamic law and putting it into practice. There were objective discussions at the 
Symposium around the reasons that made us turn away from Islamic law for a period 
»f time and turn to foreign laws. We then returned to the domain of religion, 
making judgments in accordance with the Book of God and the tradition of His 
prophet. But chere were obstacles that impeded the application of Islamic law; 
these have been removed, and Islamic law is on its way to be put into practice. Dr 
Sufi Abu Talib, Dr Subhi 'Abd-al-Hakim, Dr Husni Najib and Dr Zakariya al-Barri 
took part in the symposium. 


The symposium began with a statement from Dr Ibrahim al-'Adawi, vice president of 
Cairo University. In his statement Dr al-'Adawi said, ''Tonight's discussion is a 
response to the bidding of God Almighty that we put His law into practice, this 
law which is both merciful and enlightening. "We have revealed to you the Book 
vith the truth, so that you may arbitrate among men by that which Allah has shown 
yvou'' _al-Nisa': 105]. It is a response to the command of the Prophet, May God 
oless him and grant him salvation, "I have bequeathed to you that which if you 
would follow after I am gone, you shall not be led astray. I have bequeathed to 


you the Book of God and my tradition." 


"Tonight's discussion is also topical. It is that of the nation's desire--that of 
the government and the people--to attain a proper and an honest view of the 
process ot codifying Islamic law. It is a discussion about the unity of affections 
and nations where Islam has been, still is and will continue to be capable of 
rallying the peoples and nations that Live under its banner. Islam can rally those 
people and nations around truth, around the general welfare, around reason, 
advancement, progress and prosperity." 
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A Standard Law 


Then br Sufi Abu Talib spoke and said, "Talking about codifying Islamic law is a 
subject that is dear to me and to everyone of you because it shows other people 
who we are, and it brings our culture and our identity to light. 


"The question that presents itself is this: Why are we calling now for the codifi- 
cation of Islamic law when we've spent a quarter of a century applying other laws 
to which we have grown accustomed and which society has been observing? The answer 
to that question manifests itself in four reasons. 


-~-'"'We are to take the laws revealed by God as our standard. This is the obligation 
that we have to meet. Therefore, we must make judgments according to Islamic law. 


-—'"'The divine law whose application we are advocating is strengthened by rewards 
in this world and in the afterlife. This is what cannot be found in any other 
positive law. 


--''We are Living today in a world which has no place for small political or econo- 
mic blocs. Despite ideological and Linguistic differences all countries are stri- 
ving for integration which may either be political or economic. God, however, gave 
the Arab world and the Islamic world not only the motives for integration, but He 
also gave the two worlds those of unity. This integration or that unity will not 
be effective or have an impact unless it relies on a standard law. This law, 
[Islamic law, can unify the Arab community and the Islamic community. 

--''ve need to publicize the fact that Egypt has been and will continue to be an 
Arab and an Islamic country. For us Arabism and Islam are our stronghold of secu- 
rity, and Egypt would not be worthy of this designation unless it were to lead the 
movement to codify Islamic law and put it into practice as the standard law for 
all the Arab and Islamic countries. 


"Allow me to take a small step back in time and explain why for a period of time 
we turned to foreign laws and set aside the Islamic law. 

‘Islamic law was uncontested in governing the Arab world and the Islamic world 
trom the birth of Islam until the mid 19th century. Then foreign laws began com- 
peting with 'slamic laws under various claims, among which was that of spreading 
culture and civilization. In the Islamic community and in Egypt people came 
torward calling for European laws and European culture to be applied to us. 


"Many foreign laws came into our legal system under this cover until Islamic law 
became confined to the narrow circle of personal affairs. The civil code, commer- 
‘ial code, the administrative code and the penal code were ali derived from 
toreign laws that were passed on to us, especially from the Roman law. I mean the 


French code." 
Advocates of Reform 


"It was the advocates of reform, on the one hand, and colonialists, on the other, 
i the entry of these laws. Colonialists had come to Egypt to exploit its 
[f they were to put their laws into practice in the country they colo- 
nized, they would reap the profits for which they had come. However, if they were 
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to apply Islamic law, which interprets the spirit of our nation, they would gain 


‘Fe most notable example of this Lies in the fact that the Real Estate Bank used 
fo cnarge interest tor lending people money. It would then repossess the property 
of tnose who failed to make their payments. Foreign laws thus came [into our coun- 
tries, and were put into practice. Then several obstacles emerged in the efforts 
that were made to codify and apply Islamic law. The most notable of these was the 
foreign occupation. Thank God, this is now gone. It was over 10 years ago that all 
the laws of the Arab and Islamic world stipulated that Islamic law was the source 
of legislation." 


Obstacles to Codification 


"As to why we have not yeat reached the stage of codifying Islamic law, [this is 
because. there have been a few obstacles. How would we go back and apply Islamic 
law, which is 14 centuries old, when changes have taken place in the conditions of 
larly Life? At that time camels and donkeys were people's means of communication; 
now, however, people have gone to the moon. The point that must be clear in 
everyone's mind is that matters of everyday life have not been written in a 
detailed code. Instead, general principles which can continue to govern society 
have been formulated. Islamic law is flexible enough to face up to all 
jevelopments. 


'There was another obstacle, or let us say, another tune which a few Orientalists 
were harping on to make the Islamic nation lose itself and its identity. They were 
Saving, ‘Why go back to Islamic law when it is derived from Roman law just as 
French law is?' 

"That talsehood is no longer being repeated since it's been proven to everyone 
that Islamic law is independent and that it nes from God Almighty. 


"The third obstacle that was raised by some people was this: 'How do we put 
[Islamic law into practice when we have in our midst, in the Arab and Islamic com- 
munity, a non-Muslim minority that has its weight and its regard?' Some people are 
saving this in fear, and some are saying it out of ignorance. I am telling them 


that Islamic civilization was founded on the shoulders of Muslims and non-Muslims; 
they are our partners in this civilization. 


"On the other hand, pursuant to the provisions of Islam, 'There shall be no com- 
dulston in religion’ [al-Baqarah: 256]. This means that Islam commanded that 
aon-Muslims be left alone to practice their faith as long as they believe in an 
inspired book. Accordingly, everything that has to do with religion, such as 


narriage, divorce, personal status and other such [matters] are to be left alone 
sO as to comp!y with what was mentioned in thei~ divine books. Thus. there should 
5e no tears in that respect, and there is no reason for seying that British law or 
French law is to be preferred to Islamic law. 

"A tinal obstacle raised by some pe cle is this: Why codify Islamic law? It would 
be sutficient to stipulate that a judge apply Islamic law [when making a 
judgment. These people either want us to rush into applying Islamic law, or they 
want the experiment to fail on the very first day." 
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Society's Attairs 


:tven tne fact that we have numerous schools of thought, if we were to leave the 
matter up to the individual interpretations of a judge, judgments would vary in 
the same country. Besides--and this is what is most important--we do not have a 
judge who can derive a judgement that he thinks would be appropriate for society's 
conditions. Hence, the codification process is a must so that judgements which are 
applied by judges can be standardized. 


Furthermore, there are new facts in society, such as life insurance, fire 
insurance, the system of investing money, etc., for which there are no judgments 
in books of jurisprudence. 


"Regarding the committees that were formed in the People's Assembly to codify 
[slamic law, these committees have completed much of the tasks that were assigned 
to them, and they have sent their completed work to the Noble al-Azhar. 


"Now the colleges of law and the Ministry of Justice have to prepare themselves 
for the new situation." 

The Meaning of Codification 

Then Dr Muhammad Najib Husni, dean of the College of Law of Cairo University 
spoke. He said, "The subject of codifying Islamic law is an extremely serious and 


important subject. It requires us to be knowledgeable about the various interests 
that are related to it. 


"TI believe the starting point in this matter is having faith in God Almighty and 
accepting the notion that Islamic law comes from God and that its application is 
mandatory and not a matter of choice for Muslim rulers. Faith has to be supported 
by logic and by a sound, scientific experiment so that we can come out with an 
opinion that is persuasive not only for people of the faith, but also for those 
who accept nothing but absolute logic and objective inquiry. 


"The process of codifying Islamic law means the formulation of clear legal texts 
according to established principles in the art of formulating legal texts. These 
texts are then to be compiled in integrated records such as the civil code, the 
commercial code, the penal code and other codes such as those we have now which 
are being applied by judges. 


Codification is a prelude to application. I cannot imagine that Islamic law would 
be applied without being codified, as was the case in the days otf the religious 
‘ourts when a religious judge would apply the more preponderant opinion in Imam 
Abu Hanifah's school of thought." 


An Urgent Request 

"Application ot Islamic law in Egypt now means a radical departure from the exis-— 
ting legal system. It is a response to an urgent demand by the people, a demand 
which stems from the fact that Islamic law is deep-seated in Egypt's history. 
[Islamic law was applied in Egypt for a long time, and it had interacted with 


Ezvptian traditions and values. 
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"History tells us how the application of Islamic law for long generations realized 
justice, peace and stability for Muslims; for societies it realized the means of 
pt erity. Islamic law did not leave any field of activity unregulated: it regula- 
tea the relationship between a ruler and his subjects; it proclaimed human rights; 
it indicated the crimes that must be punished; it formulated an integrated system 
for relations between spouses and for relations between fathers and sons; and it 
iiso regulated financial transactions and the principles of the law. In the area 
o9t politics, Islamic law laid down the principles of democracy, the principle of 
the sovereignty of law, that of equality among people and that of freedom of 
elizion. There are other advantages also which cannot be listed because of space 
limitations. 

"The advantage of Islamic law is that it is constant; it is immutable and 

unchangeable because all the rules mentioned in the Book and in the prophet's 

tradition are unchangeable. Furthermore, Islamic law has the advantage of being a 

universal svstem that is world-wide. Unlike positive laws, Islamic law is not 
yntined to a specific region or a particular country. 

"Therefore, all I hope for is that God realize for society a return to application 

yf the letter and the spirit of Islamic law."

the green line) was conducted in May by Dahaf's "Institute for Arab Research." 
The survey was directed by Shmu'el Toledano and supervised by Dr Mina Tzemah. 
The survey covered 746 interviewees constituting a representative sample of 
the adult Arab population in Israel. They were asked: "If the Knesset 
elections were held today, for which list would you vote?" 

If Arab candidates win 10 seats in the Knesset elections they would be divided 
as follows: Hadash 4 or 5 seats, the Alignment 3 or 4 seats, Arab lists 

0 to 1 seat, the Likud 0.5 seat, other lists (Shinuy, NRP, Sheli and CRM) 

1 seat. 

The results indicate that: 

A. Telem would disappear from the Arabs' voting map. 


B. The Arab lists would lose about one-half their strength. 


C. Hadash and the Alignment are rising in strength as a result of gaining votes 
at the expense of Arab lists. 


D. The small lists (Shinuy, NRP, Sheli and CRM) have declined slightly. 
E. If the Alignment is split into a hawkish alignment on the one hand, and 
a dovish alignment and Mapam on the other, 10 percent of the Hadash voters 


would vote for the dovish alignment and Mapam. This emerges from another 
question asked in the poll.

IDF USE OF U.S. EQUIPMENT 
TA240858 Tel Aviv HA'ARETZ in Hebrew 24 May 82 p 3 
[Report by El'Azar Levin] 


[Text] The IDF and the Defense Ministry are breaking the promise, made by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin last year, that the IDF would not use the heavy 
mechanical equipment left in Israel by the U.S. companies building the 
airfields. This was stated yesterday by senior sources in the construction 
groundwork branch, but Defense Ministry sources are denying these claims. 


The agreement between the governments of Israel and the “Inited States involving 
the construction of the Negev airfields states, among ot :er things, that all 

the heavy mechanical equipment the Americans brought to Israel for the con- 
struction work would be given to the Defense Ministry as a gift. On 2 June 1981, 
representatives of the companies in the branch, Avraham Goldstein (of the 
Goldstein Brothers Company) and Avraham Mandler (Harish Company) met with 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin (who was also defense minister at the time) and 
discussed the matter with him. Mr Begin said--and this was published by the 
press afterward--that this equipment would be stored in the IDF emergency 

stores and would not be used for routine work. 


It now emerges that this promise has not been kept. The U.S. companies have 
begun releasing the equipment and it is being transferred directly to the IDF, 
which is using it for varicus building work, mainly in the south of Israel. 


The building contractors and companies claim that the IDF is thus breaking the 
prime minister's promise and that this is dishonest competition with private 
companies. The Americans are about to release about 300 heavy equipment units: 
tractors, cranes, steamrollers, mobile towers, levelers and other tools. The 
contractors and the companies have asked at least twice for a meeting with 
Defense Minister Ari'el Sharon, but have received no reply. 


Sources from the defense establishment have said in reaction that what binds 


the ministry are the written announcements sent last year--and to the con- 
tractors--stating that the U.S. equipment would be handed over for the defense 
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establishment's use. The Ministry of Defense thinks that verbal promises, 
even if made by the prime minister, are to be regarded as the expression 
of a wish and that is all, as long as they have not been made official 

by being put in writing. 


The defense establishment also points out that the use of this equipment 
by soldiers and reservists is permitting the defense establishment to 
make great savings.

A labourer at the Pesagot site 
said, however, he had seen a group of boys but no border policemen. 


According to Abdallah, he and his friends were picked up at 1530. Their 
identification cards were confiscated and returned only at 1900. He claimed 
that 4 days later the same group of border policemen took four youths to clear 
a pile of stones near the (Azwar) school in al-Birah. 


Also on the West Bank, settlers are alleged [to] have entered the al-Duhayshah 
refugee camp yesterday and beaten several people. A guard at the local school 
was injured, treated for a nose injury at a local hospital and released. 


The Balatah refugee camp outside Nabulus is still under curfew fc*.lowing 
disturbances earlier this week. 


In Jericho, two petrol bombs were thrown at a passing military vehicle on the 
road leading to the Allenby bridge. The bottles exploded harmlessly on the 


road. The eastern suburbs of Jericho were closed off while investigators 
searched for the attackers.

The Interior Ministry 
was one of the first elements to decide to comply with appeals by Druze- 
Zionist circles that they be allowed to purchase arms for self-defense. Many 
of them complained that in recen: months the threats and pressures on them 
have increased. The police hesitated to approve these requests lest the 
giving of arms to one group or another cause increased, rather than decreased, 
tension among the Golan Heights Druze residents. 





So far the police have held that they are the only element responsible for 
public order and, when necessary, they would take legal action to defend the 
pro-Israeli Golan Druze. However, the head of the Druze-Zionist circle, 
Salman Abu Salah, said that firm measures have not always been taken against 
lawbreakers and that quite a few complaints by his colleagues have not 
received the appropriate treatment. Only last week the house of one of the 
strike opponents on the Golan was stoned aid the stone-throwers disappeared. 
Opposition groups will not dare act against us if they know we have arms, 
one of the identification cards holders said. 
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But even now, after the decision, arms will not be given to anyone requesting 
them. Every request will be examined individually and only those meeting the 
police criteria will receive licenses. However, they will have to buy the 
arms with their own money. So far 75 requests have been submitted and it 

is to be assumed that most of them will be approved. [end recording] 


This morning the committee for solidarity with the Golan Heights released a 
manifesto protesting the granting of arms to Druze holding Israeli 

identification cards. The committee says that so far a war of brothers has 
not erupted in the Golan, nor has blood been shed, but that if the situation 
deteriorates it is the Israeli authorities who will be responsible for this.

MAKHPELA CAVE INCIDENT--With armed threats Qiryat Arba" residents have 
obtained permission to pray in the Hall of Yitzhaq in the Makhpela Cave 
where according to existing agreements, prayer is forbidden.

In another case, Bank Le'umi in 
Britain is helping to provide guaranteed underwriting to the electric companies 
of Montana, United States, in cooperation with the National Bank of Kuwait 

and Kuwaiti companies for underwriting bonds totaling $50 million. The 
director of the Bank Le'umi in Britain, Yosi (Vigerzin), refused to comment 

on the issue, but he did tell the HA'ARETZ correspondent that the bank was 
participating in many international syndicates granting international loans.

In contrast, the participants in yesterday's meeting have not yet decided 

whether to comply with a request by a large group of laborers and some merchants 

who want to be allowed to resume normal work as the farmers and plantation 

owners were. The laborers claim that their economic condition has deteriorated 

due to the prolonged strike and that if they do not return to work soon they 

may lose their sources of income for a long time to come. It should be noted 

that nearly 200 work slots filled by the Golan Druze have now been taken by 

"Alawite workers from the village of (Rajar), Shi'ite residents from southern 

Lebanon and Jewish and Arab unemployed people from the Galilee villages.

HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENT OF PRESS REVIEWED 
Kuwait AL-TALI'AH in Arabic 31 Mar 82 pp 27-35 


[Article: "Muhammad Musa'id al-Salih and Sami al-Manis Review Development of 
Kuwaiti Press in Panel Discussion at Association of Sociologists" ] 


[Excerpts] Last Monday evening the Association of Sociologists held a panel dis- 
cussion about the development of the Kuwaiti press. At that discussion Muhammad 
Musa'id al-Salih spoke about the Kuwaiti press before independence, and Sami 
al-Manis spoke about the press after independence. Both colleagues reviewed the 
history of the press from the time the first magazine was published in the 20's 
until now. 


Because of their importance, we are reprinting these two studies which were 
presented by the two colleagues. We begin with the study by Colleague, Muhammad 
Musa'id al-Salih. 


After that Colleague Sami al-Manis began presenting his study on the press after 
independence. He said [the following]: 


"The year 1961 is considered the year when the Kuwaiti press was born. The Press 
Law was enacted on 26 January of that year, and the state began subsidizing the 
press in the private sector. Then the constitution laid the foundation for the 
democratic system that had been selected. So began the saga of the Kuwaiti press, 
leaving behind almost 30 years of press practices during which newspapers would 
tlash on the scene and then fade away. 


The saga of the Kuwaiti press was characterized by an increase in the number and 
variety of newspapers. Political opinion newspapers developed alongside the democ- 
ratic course. Although the Press Law that was enacted in 1961 included a number of 
contining restrictions, its first article stipulated that "The freedom of the 
press and the freedom of writing and publishing as defined by this act are 
wuaranteed.'' The law included an important paragraph that identified the agency 
that would have jurisdiction in press-related matters. As defined by the law that 
agency was the judicial authority. The law gave jurisdiction to the criminal 
division ot a court of Chancery. Cases would be appealed to the Superior Court of 
Appeals under the constitutional article which stipulates that the curtailment of 
granted freedoms was prohibited, provided that a change thereof or an amendment 
thereto favor the granting of more liberties. The press thus came to enjoy more 
freedom than that which it had before independence. 
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There is no doubt that the general situation--the promulgation of the constitu- 
tion, for example, the formation of a national assembly and the separation of 
powers--that is, the general democratic situation was [the factor] that gave the 
press the opportunity to move ahead and become one of the significant landmarks of 
the democratic course. It has been noticed that Arab conditions in general 
contributed to strengthening this course in the first half of the sixties. These 
Arab conditions were characterized by the powerful thrust of the Arab liberation 
movement and the growth of its opposition to the forces of U.S. and Zionist 
hegemony after it emerged victorious from the battle with the Anglo-French 
traditional forces of colonialism. 


It was inescapable that Kuwait be affected by this and that it strengthen its 
democratic course and its recently created democratic institutions. The effect was 
positive. The two influential factors--the development of the democratic and 
national movement in Kuwait and the development of the Arab liberation movement-- 
played a major role in protecting and strengthening the gains of this indepen- 
dence. These two factors paved the way for the press to become a press [that 
shaped} opinion and thought. It was noticed during the sixties that this opinion 
and thought shaping press played a major role, emerging as a dominant trend amidst 
other trends. It emerged amidst raging popular enthusiasm for the premises of 
building modern Kuwait, for the firm establishment of constituticnal accomplish- 
ments and for the achievement of broader participation by the people in the 
process of making political, economic and social decisions. 


This development continued till 1967, the year in which the conflict between the 
national liberation movement and U.S. imperialism, as represented by the June 
party, peaked. It is possible to consider June 1967 as the starting point for two 
trends: the first was that of the Kuwaiti press which took part in the general 
intellectual movement that followed the June defeat. The Kuwaiti press began 
showing greater interest in Arab questions. [The other trend] was that of the 
wovernment which began to pursce a regressive trend, away from the course of 
democracy. 


It might be curious that a defeat of this kind would help bring about these two 
conflicting intluential factors, but the curiosity will disappear when we know 
that while defeat made Arab citizens assume responsibility for thinking about 
their conditions and reconsidering them, it did at the same time give the forces 
of regression and reactionaries additional weapons with which they could contront 
the emerging will to resist and to be steadfast. It gave them the weapons with 
which they could confront the thrust of the revolutionary wave of resistance 
throughout the Arab scene. Although the press was subjected to many restrictions, 
Kuwaiti courts continued to be the only authority exercising jurisdiction over the 
press. This kept the press from being exposed to arbitrary decisions and to the 
agencies of the executive authority. This stage which began in June continued till 
atter 1970 when the Arab region was hurled into the maelstrom of settlement plans. 
The Kuwaiti press played a role in exposing this situation, and it also played a 
domestic role alongside other popular organizations in defending public treedoms 
and engaging in free discussions of social, economic and political questions. The 
second halt of the seventies brought about political, economic and social changes 
lucally and in the Arab region. These changes were very serious. The true battle 
of Arab regimes to silence the press then began; it began under pretexts of 
achieving Arab solidarity, avoiding domestic strikes and under other such 
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pretexts. The peak of this attack gathered momentum in all the Arab countries 
simultaneously. In a statement to the press given to AL-QABAS on 16 April 1977 by 
Tunisian minister of information, Mustafa al-Masmudi, the following was stated: 
"At present our Arab press is in a good position because it understands the true 
role of the press in building countries and leading nations. As Arab countries we 
are still experiencing growth. This is a period that requires a press that is 
consistent with the nature of this stage [of growth]. He used the example of the 
press in Lebanon and said, "The press in Lebanon had absolute treedom, and what 
was the result? There is this unfortunate bloody war which dear Lebanon and its 
people are being subjected to."' The Tunisian minister concluded his statement by 
saying, "We want the Arab press to start out with the reality of its nation and to 
deal with the questions that are pending so that it would not spread division and 
hatred among nations and countries." 


In Egypt during the same month of April, preparations for new press legislation 
began. A propaganda campaign [was launched] in which intellectuals and writers 
participated; they denied the press its freedom. On 26 April 1974--and we are 
selecting this example from an abundance of articles and analyses which were 
written to support the direction of al-Sadat's government to control media 
ayencies-——Philosopher Zaki Najib Mahmud wrote, "The conditions which the whole 
world is presently experiencing require that the press be in harmony with the 
ruling authority so that the national front can be strengthened."" in Jordan the 
Ministry of Information gave the newspapers a list of instructions which were 
published by the webanese newspaper AL-SAFIR on 12 June 1977. This decree gave the 
press a large number of dont's. It forbad newspapers from even printing Jetters to 
the editor until the contents of these letters are scrutinized with the agencies 
in question. Officials had to be asked their opinions on investigative reporting. 
Finally, the decree asked newspapers to restrict themselves to two meetings per 
week between the press and the state. During these two meetings instructions would 
be given on what was to be written. In Lebanon a statute was enacted amending 
Press Law No 104 of 1 July 1977. That statute subjected all domestic or foreign 
means of information to prior censorship by the Public Security Administration. 


Here in Kuwait the situation was similar. A royal decree was issued on 29 August 
1976 to incorporate Article 35 A into the Press Law. This meant quite simply the 
total elimination of freedom of the press. This article was accompanied by a deci- 
sion dissolving the National Assembly and suspending the constitution. This again 
points to the Link that exists among freedoms which are stipulated by a democratic 
system. The most serious [concern] about Article 35 A is the fact that it revoked 
the court's jurisdiction over cases of the press. Article 35 A gave that 
jurisdiction to the executive authority. What attracts attention here is the fact 
that this general situation of attacking the freedom of the press throughout the 
Arab homeland happened everywhere in the Arab world at the same time. This was at 
a time when contacts with Egypt were underway so that Egypt would begin yielding 
to Zionist demands, sign the peace with the enemy and enter into treaties and 
agreements with him. It may be that what happened in 1977--the visit to Jerusalem 
and what followed it--could explain all the mystery surrounding the movement to do 
away with the freedom of the press in various Arab countries. It became evident 
that what was required was action to silence the voices of opposition, rejection 
and even criticism, as president of Lebanon's Press Union, the late Riyad Taha 
said in his commentary on Lebanon's Press Law on 19 July 1977. Arab regimes 
further laid the foundations for their domination of the press with a so-called 
Media Honor Pact which was ratified in Tunis on 9 August 1977 at the meeting of 
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Arab ministers of information and a committee of experts. This pact endorsed the 
Arab media's interest in preserving the principal of Arab solidarity and avoiding 
everything that might impair it. 


We do not doubt now that the stifling restrictions on press freedoms which we are 
experiencing at the present time have reached the point of having Arab journalists 
assassinated wherever they may be found. [Furthermore], newspapers are being 
suspended or their privileges are being revoked. This is taking place in the 
context of this kind of Arab honor pacts whose purpose is to protect the ongoing 
course of capitulation, the formal recognition of Israel and the establishment of 
U.S. hegemony over Arab markets and territory. U.S. hegemony began to be practiced 
publicly under the name of defending the Middle East and under the name of 
facilities and traditional friendship. All this points to the terror that the 
parties to this capitulatory alliance feel would be the influence that a free and 
an aware press would have on their iniquitous plans. 


Throughout the history whose main turning points we have summarized--and the most 
recent turning point is the one that constitutes the present situation--the ques- 
tion of democratic freedoms--and that includes the freedoms of the press-—-con- 
tinued to be at the forefront of popular demands. As we all know all the people 
lost hope that the National Assembly in its present session would repeal Article 
35 A and remove thereby that sword that has been hanging on the neck of the press. 
However, after this article was rejected the government resorted to the enactment 
of a new press law that was rejected on a broad scale. It was rejected by the 
local press; and it was rejected by the Society of Journalists, by the society of 
attorneys and by popular circles. This law is still being discussed in one of the 
committees of the assembly. 


The Press Industry 


There is a salient tact that has established itself in recent years. It is that of 
the major development in the standard of the press industry. There is no doubt 
that a Kuwaiti newspaper--whether it is a daily or a weekly--has achieved consi- 
derable progress from the standpoint of the quality of print and the kind of 
paper, methods of design and color that are used. This was achieved by the 
introduction of new machines and reliance on superior professional expertise. 
However, this development in the press industry is not the standard for the 
development of the press. It remains only one aspect of the press operation--a 
superficial aspect that was focused upon and rushed into at the expense of the 
content itself. When we say that this development was superficial, we mean that 
the good quality of print on the cover of a publication or the good quality of the 
paper > not equal the quality of the editorial content of a newspaper. What 
happeneu is that the standard of a newspaper's editorial content fell and the 
standard of a paper's appearance rose. Now the subject of the cover, which must be 
the picture of a beautiful woman, has become more important than a political, 
social, cultural or economic article. 


If the press is the means by which news is conveyed and opinions formed, 
preoccupation with form has caused the press to lose its intellectual clout. [It is 
no longer a news press or an analytical press. By making a historical comparison, 
we may be able to define this notion. In the sixties the press was able to raise a 
crucial question that was of interest to all society. This was the question of 
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oil, fur example. By the mid seventies, however, it was no longer able to stir up 
anything. Quite the contrary the press became a subordinate mouthpiece. When the 
National Assembly was dissolved the press regarded that as a victory, and it 
applauded the measures that restricted its freedom. When the government reinstated 
the assembly, the press saw that step as a victory too. There is no doubt that 
both matters would not be equal in the eyes of an opinion shaping press. In the 
eyes of a superficial press, [however], they would be. 


A short time ago--and we all remember that--when the conference of Arab parliamen- 
tarians was convened, the press treated it as a marginal topic, but it devoted 
considerable coverage to a television festival in which a number of actors were 
participating. The press turned those actors into opinion leaders and social 
celebrities. It is evident from these examples that the press is no longer 
concerned with its true missions. It even lacks the standard whereby it can 
distinguish what is basic and what is essential. Anyone who has been observing the 
press can sense this in the number of pages that are devoted to sports, recreation 
and so-called art. When one peruses the pages that deal with cultural and social 
issues, [one finds] that these issues are sensationalized to ensure that the 
largest number of copies are sold. In addition to reliance on sensationalism and 
the use of every trick in the book to astonish the reader, even if the question 
had to do with a crime, the failure of the press to offer analysis and shape 
opinions led to an almost total reliance on foreign news agencies and on 
translations from the western press. Now citizens can learn about themselves and 
their own causes only from the analytical perspective of these agencies and these 
newspapers. 


To point to the danger of this trend that is controlling our press, it is enough 
to mention that the 1976 Nairobi Conference of Third world countries formally 
condemened these agencies--the French [sic] REUTER agency, the Associated Press 
and the United Press--for attacking the freedom of the press. This is because 
these agencies view our questions from a western perspective that ultimately 
presents an erroneous picture of our world. Naturally there are reasons for this 
preoccupation with the appearance of newspapers and neglecting their intellectual 
content. In addition to the restrictions and prohibitions that have been imposed 
on the freedom of discussion, debates, analysis and even reporting the news, 
pressure has been applied intermittently to press cadres during the past years. lf 
the press escaped shut-downs and permit revocations, it did not escape the 
periodic staff liquidations. Arab journalists were forced to leave, and Kuwaiti 
journalists were kept from writing. We notice in this regard that the journalists 
who were forced to leave were the good journalists who have a clear and a 
responsible view of the function of the [printed] word. They are the ones who have 
the ability and the education to observe, analyze and shape opinions. 


These measures led professional journalists to turn into professional civil ser- 
vants who lack a minimum ability for insight or for shaping opinions. That is, 
these measures turned journalism into a profession of mercenaries in every sense 
otf the term. It may be that pressure in that direction is what is responsible for 
the absence of a staff of journalists who can resist the tendencies of press 
ayencies and ofter alternatives to their analyses, their misinformation and their 
erroneous views of our local, Arab and international issues. It may be that 
pressure in this direction is responsible for the fact that writers of recreation 
have total control over the press where they've firmly established their mercenary 
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standar!s. When the press turns inward, that is when it has been divested of its 
mission, and that becomes one of the aspects of the crisis of press freedoms. We 
notice that the rush towards the press industry, either in publishing sensational 
supplements or by blowing the news out of proportion for the purpose of attracting 
attention constitutes a compensatory technique that would have no value in a 
progressive press industry. 


Those who sometimes say that the Kuwaiti press has become advanced and developed 
far beyond that of other countries are those who are satisfied that the role of 
the press is to provide amusement and recreation. They are people who find their 
comfort in seeing that the press lose any social mission. 


Our standard tor progress and development, however, is different from this one. We 


make progress when the press plays its part and when it embraces and defends its 
mission.

"ARAB TIMES' STRESSES STABILITY OF IRAQI REGIME

["A Letter From Europe" column by Ahmad al-Jarallah: "It's Now a War of 
Nerves" ] 


[Text] It seems now that the Iraqi-Iranian war is finally over, though a 
new battle, a test of psychological endurance, is still going on. [Iran has 
stopped at the international border and both European and Arabic political 
circles are convinced it won't cross over to the other side. But a war 

of words has been unleashed by the Tehran regime aiming at disturbing 

the Iraqis. 


In this respect, Iranian leaders have recently reaffirmed their willingness 
to end the war but as a partial outcome they would like to see a change in 
the regime in Baghdad. 


Both Western and Arab circles believe that any such change would not be in 
the interest of regional stability. Any change in government carries with it 
many unknowns, leaving a vacuum which could be exploited and a peace process 
could be thus hampered. 


At any rate, the Iraqi regime is strong. It was with the same strength that 
it was able to carry ona war. It can now face the signing of a peace treaty, 
those analysts said. 


To pave the way for such a step, the Iraqi withdrawal from Khorramshahr was 
an expected move. Iran would not have been willing to cease its fire unless 
it had reclaimed all of its territory. 


Now that those prerogatives have been met, the path is clear for a settlement. 


On its part, Iraq will not want to walk away from it empty-handed. Western 
observers said that any settlement would have to guarantee Iranian claims to 
its territory and on the other hand, Iraq's right to protect its sovereignty. 


The American administration seems to share this view which believe that any- 
thing else would only cause an upset in the region. Absence of balance in 
turn would mean allowing one country to rephrase the equation of international 
relations in the Gulf and the world at large. 
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It is for these reasons that we are coming to the conclusion that the war 
is actually over while only a war of nerves will continue. We all know 
that the Iranian regime needs to sustain itself by such a psychological 
media campaign, a need which stems from the regime's structure. 


Whatever they say, it does not mean they will do it. Iran has talked about 
"exporting its revolution’ right from the day the Islamic Republic was 
established. 


But any revolutionary seed needs a fertile ground of dissent and such conditions 
seem to be lacking completely in Iraq. Iraq has survived two years of a war 
campaign and its economy is intact. Similarly, the country's internal front 

is as united as ever. 


A psychological war, therefore, becomes merely a routine appearance, such as 
frequently follows military successes. It is unlikely that the words of threat, 
as spelled out by the Iranians, will actually materialize for there are many 
factors coming into play which neither Iran nor Iraq can ignore. 


To start with, it is the American consideration. It has now emerged from the 
statements by Israeli defense minister that the U.S. had always known about 
the Jewish state"s exports of arms and equipment to Iran. The American 
position hence seems to have been a desire to end the Iraqi-Iranian conflict. 
It would be met by making the two sides stop at the international border. 


As far as the psychological war of dragging the war goes on, the Arabs have 
their own experience of such campaigns. The Gulf region remembers well similar 
threats after the immediate end in fighting between the Arabs and the Israelis. 


Luckily for us, the freedom of press media and public awareness make such a war 
of words ineffective and hence short-lived. 


Iran's allies, the countries of the steadfastness and confrontation front, had 
apparently been assured by Iran that the war would end when the Iranians reached 
the border, Western sources said. 


And while there may be some front countries which would love to see the internal 
front in Baghdad weakened, most other Arab, and European states, are of 
different opinion. 


On the contrary, they see the Iraqi regime as a "security valve" guaranteeing 
the achievement of peace in the region. This Iraqi regime, as we remember, 
had reiterated many times that it harbors no territorial designs on Iranian 
soil. It also said the war had to be waged only because the country had to 
"confront threats against its internal front." 


A similar reassurance apparently has been received by Saudi Arabia, the biggest 
state in the region, and the return of the Saudi defense minister, Sultan 

Ibn ‘Abd al-'Aziz, from a private visit in Geneva should not be attached 

an extra-ordinary importance. 
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So an overall picture which is now emerging, both in the Arab and European 
capitals, confirms that the war has ended. 


It is foreseeable though, that Iran will continue minor clashes along the 
border, with the aim of stirring up internal dissent in Iraq. But Iraq 

is well capable of resisting and pushing back such provocations, particularly 
since it has now regrouped its troops and is receiving armament supplies from 
Egypt. 


Meanwhile, we have also learned that President Husni Mubarak of Egypt may 
meet with President Reagan during the latter's visit to Europe and that the 


Middle East problem and the Iraq-Iran war would be on the agenda of their 
talks.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY DEBATES UNIVERSITY ISSUES

[Text] Kuwait, May 29--The annual budget of Kuwait University was approved 
by the National Assembly today in a session marked by heated debate about 
the academic body's role and performance, as well as attacks on its coeduca- 
tional system. 


Meeting in their regular weekly session, the deputies heard that both revenues 
and expenditure by the university in fiscal 1982-83 were estimated to top 
KD47,308,500. A greater part of the debate, however, was taken up by 
vociferous parliamentarians who demanded sex segregation at the university | 
and a creater of ‘better atmosphere,’ more conducive to education in general. 


Several deputies led the attack on ‘free mingling between the sexes' at the 
university charging that even the Adailiya Women's College resembled more 
some faculties in London, 





The deputies demanded that exclusive women's colleges be created and co-education 
in general be stopped. 


On the other hand, the assembly agreed that "congenial relations" should pre- 
vail between the teachers and the students. They also demanded that graduate 
courses be re-modeled to suit regional development and local demand. 


In this respect, several deputies called for the establishment of a faculty of 
journalism. They pointed out that it was imperative to supply Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA) and the Information Ministry with qualified Kuwaiti cadre. 


Local mass media and the information sector should be able to hire local 
journalists, the deputies said. 


The delay in completing the new university campus was brought up by 
Dr Khalid al-Wasmi. He queried the reasons for the delay and afterwards the 
assembly called on the authorities to speed up the construction work. 
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Dr Abdullah al-Rifai, secretary general of the university, clarified the 
matter by saying that the budget allocated for the campus could not even 
match the lowest bid by contractors. "That's why some faculties had to be 
omitted," he said. 


Al-Rifai also said that problems faced by the university went deeper than the 
deputies had implied. "The university does not play a prominent role in the 
country. It had been established merely to complete an image," he claimed. 


"The role of any university is to further educational standards through 
learning. Such a high level is maintained by employing well qualified 
staff," he pointed out. 


"The lecturer's chief task is to stimulate a desire to learn and to pursue 
research. If the lecturers had failed to create such an atmosphere they can 
be rated on par with schoolteachers." 


He clarified that the students union was not a recognized body, and added 
that "those who had prevented its proper formation were effectively depriving 
the students of their legitimate rights." 


Deputy Muhammad al-Murshid criticised the employment of a lecturer who was 
also a practising doctor. "A university appointment should be considered 
a full time assignment," he asserted. 


He called on the cabinet to expedite the amendment of the university law as 
it would be in the "interests of education in particular and the country 
in general," 


Criticising the role of the Education Ministry in administering graduate 
studies, he called on the authorities to give more autonomy to the university 
so that it would flourish on its own.

[Editorial: '"'Habib' Is Coming, What Will Happen in the Region?"] 


[Text] The United States has decided to resolve the Middle East's problems 
and to turn the region into an "ideal region" free of war, problems and 
disasters. 


Mr Haig has stated that Washington will make new diplomatic efforts to achieve 
peace and security in three unstable spots in the Middle East by: 


1. Resuming the autonomy talks and "ending" the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
2. Resolving the Lebanese crisis and achieving durable peace in Lebanon. 


3. Halting the Iraqi-Iranian war and putting an end to the hostilities between 
the two countries. 


However, Haig did not say how the United States would extinguish the fires 
raging in these three spots in the Middle East. He only referred to new 
U.S. concepts and said that Philip Habib is coming shortly to begin a new 
tour to convey the U.S. concepts, or the "U.S. meal" which has been cooked 
for the region. 


Haig talked as if the U.S. hand is clear and free of the conflicts, problems 
and disputes taking place in the region and as if the United States is a neutral 
state which wishes good for all parties concerned. 


That is why Haig heralded Habib's return with his new concepts for the region, 
accompanied by best wishes from the White House master, who tells the Arabs 
that this is the best chance they have and that they have to seize it. 


However, Haig did not leave things obscure because Washington is frank with the 
Arabs. He said Israel is a strategic ally of the United States and that 
Washington would not recognize the PLO or negotiate with it. He went even 











further and issued indirect threats; he said: "Rejection by those who are 
more influenced than others to participate in the Camp David process risks 
the loss of the best chance for a durable peace." "Failure will open the 
door for new and graver alternatives," he added. 





Haig did not say much about the Lebanese issue or the Iragi-Iranian war. 

He talked in detail about the issue which concerns Israel: The issue of 
the so-called autonomy rule. That is why he contradicted himself: first 
he talked about a comprehensive and durable peace and then he said that 
talks have stopped due to a difference on whether they will be held in 
Jerusalem or not. He said that the Palestinians believe that the "autonomy 
rule" is a formula for Israeli control of the occupied territories because 
of Israel's settlement policy. He also said that some Israelis view the 
autonomy as a move forward toward establishing a Palestinian state and that 
the United States refuses to recognize the PLO. Where, then, is the point 
from which the solution will begin? 


If Washington will not recognize the PLO because it is committed to Israel 
and committed to everything that concerns this alien entity which is planted 
in the Arab body, do Haig and the masters of the White House believe that 

it is the Italians who are responsible for the solution of the Palestinian 
issue? 


We do not believe that Washington is unaware of the fact which the entire 
world knows: that there is no solution without the sole and legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian people. If the United States does not 
want to admit this fact, it has ample time and the day will come when it 
will be unable to ignore the existence of the Palestinian people because 
these people have proved their existence through their armed struggle and 
by their commitment to their right and land. 


After all this, what is the U.S. wind carrying for us? 


Washington, which has given so many arms, loans and grants to our enemy, will 
not offer any solution acceptable to the Arabs because it is not a neutral 
state as Haig wanted to show, but is a basic party in the conflict, and it 
chose to side with Israel against the Arabs. 


Therefore, the concepts which the U.S. envoy will convey will not resolve the 
problem, but will compiicate it further and increase tension and problems in 
the region. We do not rule out the possibility that Washington has prepared 
itself to explode new spots in the Arab homeland, which is so torn by 
disintegration and fragmentation that there is not even the slenderest 

thread linking most of its states.

"LE FIGARO' ENVOY VIEWS SOUTH LEBANON SITUATION 
PM211455 Paris LE FIGARO in French 12 May 82 p 4 
[Dispatch by Jean-Jacques Leblond: "Resurgence of Lebanese Nationalism"] 


[Text] Beirut--"He who touches my mosque strikes me on the head!" The voice 
of the Shi'ite leader of this little village in southern Lebanon is gentle 
but firm. It seems that here the spiritual dimension of the conflict arms 
eloquence with a redoubtable power. It would be rash to disregard it when 

it is based on a community of over 1 million, and, what is more, when it has 
just become aware of its power over this land scorched twice over by Israeli 
bombs and Palestinian shells. 


Resignation was in order in the past. Today it is no longer current. From 
1978 the "movement of the disinherited,'"' which became Amal (hope)--a powerful 
politicomilitary organization--has developed in this pounded Lebanon. Its 
leader was Musa al-Sadr, the missing imam, who was abducted in Rome and 
probably executed afterward by his Libyan kidnappers. From the outset, Amal, 
driven by a vigorous proselytims, set itself two goals: the defense of 
southern Lebanon, 90 percent of whose population are Shi'ites, and the 
reconciliation between communities already proposed by the Maronite Christians. 
It is on the basis of these two principles that Amal asserts its identity--a step 
which raises in particular the problem of the "stationing" of Palestinians in 
this south which they have virtually annexed. 


The movement has since spread. It covers three traditional regional areas 
(the south, the Beirut suburbs and al-Biqa'). It is composed of 14 sections 
which come under the Politburo and comprise some 10,000 militiamen, divided 
into self-defense units. It can mobilize more, but an executive committee 
member stated: "We do not want our arm to become more powerful than our 
heart!" 


"We no longer wish to fight among Lebanese," he added, "but to fight for 
Lebanese unity. We are hostile to the Palestinians only insofar as they wish 
to substitute their laws for those of our country. It is not for them but 
for our national army to 'protect' our border with Israel. That is why we 
demand its deployment in the south and that it take over from the garrisons 
of the PLO and its progressive allies." 
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On the ground, above al-Nabatiyah, the remarks made to me are as clear as 
those I heard at Amal's headquarters (in a huge house near Beirut). They 
resound even more loudly now that skirmishes between the Shi'ites and the 
guerrillas of the "Communist Action in Lebanon" (OACL) organization have 
just resumed. 


"This Land Is Ours" 


I am in Kfar Tibnit, a place of 6,000 inhabitants in the heart of the mountains. 
Some 3 km from there the ruins of Beaufort Castle, disturbed a hundred times, 
looked down on us. They house the PLO cell under their medieval vaults. I 

know that this heap of stones annoys the officers in the Israeli post of 

Metulla, which is at the tip of Jewish Galilee. As far as the eye can see it 
attracts all the dualities which border on the Lebanese battle ground where 

the eastern furies clash fas published] 





"We are caught between the devil and the deep blue sea here," Salih Faqih 
explained, "and we are paying for a cause which is not ours." Salih is 

30 years old. He is small but has great authority. Is not this teacher 
the political brain of Amal for the whole of southern Lebanon, now in open 
conflict with "tenants" who are much too embarrassing? 


"This land is ours," he stressed. '"We are willing to share it with people 
less fortunate than ourselves but we do not want to be hounded from it by 
those we welcomed when they had to flee their country." 


You have to travel that land to be able to gauge its wild austerity. It is 
cut by deep gorges notched with ravines. Its surface is rocky and villages 
crouch among the stones. It is a strange world, far removed from the gentle 
Mediterranean which gives man his confidence and security. The villages 
there live by agriculture and stockraising. They are isolated. They are 
like tiny islands whose minarets are beacons of a living faith which, however, 
is not loath to sacrifice to the necessities of social life. For instance a 
terrible voice suddenly rang out from the minaret of Kfar Tibnit. The 
translation showed that it was not calling people to "Jihad." It was more 
prosaically announcing that a lamb could be recovered by its owner in the 
mosque courtyard.... my guide added: ''The minarets are also watchtowers 
from which we issue warnings about the enemy.” 


In this region, which is on a war footing, each place has its militia. It 
ensures its own defense but, when necessary, flies to the aid of the neighbor- 
ing place. When the danger becomes obvious everybody takes his gun from the 
rack and goes to his post. "I too leave my class and get my gun," Salih said. 
And he concluded "In addition to teaching conventional school subjects, I give 
shooting practice and military training.” 


The nature of the country, which is pervaded with violence, also helps us 
make up for the rudimentary nature of the tactics. The coarse stone walls 
which surround the fields serve as fortified lines. A small mausoleum has 
been pierced with loopholes from which a recoilless gun and a machinegun 
sight protrude. 
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When a few of the officers were questioned about the source of those arms, 

the answer came directly: "We bought it all from dealers specializiag in 

that trade with money which had been collected. We were not helped by anybody 
and especially not by the Eastern Bloc communist states, as the Palestinians 
have been. That explains why we are less well equipped than our adversaries 
and why we suffered losses in the clashes over the past few weeks. We do 

not have heavy artillery like the others. But we have a better knowledge of 
the area." 


To understand what is at stake in this obscure little war it is necessary to 
place that area geographically and strategically. It is enclosed in the 

arc of a circle which includes Sidon, al~Nabatiyah and Tyre--the sector where 
the PLO has concentrated the bulk of its forces. There are two roads; the 
coastal road is vulnerable to attack by the Israeli navy, the other, which 
goes through the mountains, makes it possible to link up the various 
Palestinian centers. Hence the Fatah general staff's need to ensure complete 
control over its communications routes. "Of course," the militia chief 
admitted, "We are perfectly willing to help the Palestinians to reconquer 
their country but we refuse to allow them to behave as if they were masters 
in our country. The Christians in the east have created a ‘liberated Lebanon.' 
We are prepared to join with them and the Sunnis to demand the restoration 

of a legitimacy which has been usurped from us. We want the instruments of 
Lebanese sovereignty to be restored to us." 


New Distribution of Cards 


That idea, backed by 7 years of disorder and death, is beginning to gain 
support. There is an increasing number of incidents between the Lebanese 
communities and the "foreign elements." Hotbeds of tension are spreading. 

The confrontations are no longer taking place only at regional level but are 
coming down to district and street level. The deterioration in the situation 
is gathering pace. Recently the Sunni Muslims--that other branch of Islam-- 
have been rebelling against the Syrian presence. Near Sidon a building housing 
an "aerial" belonging to the Damascus secret services was destroyed in an 
explosion. Those are all warning signs! 


Recently a leading member of the Shi'ite community (he "leads" 2,000 armed men) 
told me about recent events in the south: "Our resistance may seem to be 
passive but it is not dead. It exists. And rest assured that it will be 
increased when our population realizes that they are the victims of a ‘great 
plot’ from abroad: the plot aimed at implanting the Palestinians in Lebanon 
once and for ali. They will not accept that." 


Has that point already been reached? Are we on the eve of a resurgence of 
Lebanese nationalism? Whatever the answer we are witnessing a new distribution 
of cards in a world which is clearly in complete disarray. The Syrians are 
waiting with their weapons at their feet. The Palestinians are silent. The 
Israelis are marking time at the border. And Beirut is growing agitated amid 
its ruins and its nightmares....

PAPERS ATTACK AL-QADHDHAFI, IRAN, ISRAEL

[Text] Riyadh, 28 May (SPA)--Saudi newspapers today launched a strong attack 
on Libyan leader Colonel Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi for supporting the Iranian 
regime, describing him as an ally of Israel, and called for putting into 
immediate effect the joint Arab defence agreement. 


AL-JAZIRAH, published here, commenting on remarks made in the U.S. by Israeli 
Defence Minister Ari'el Sharon on military aid to Iran, said the Israeli move 
was prompted by the Jewish state's awareness of the fact that the Gulf States 
represented a real danger in view of their tremendous resources and backing 
for the Arab struggle. 


It added that through its Iranian ally, the Israeli enemy was seeking to 
undermine Arab security, peace and stability to divertthe Arabs' attention 
from Arab and Islamic affairs. 


Expressing regret for the support of “certain Arab regimes" for Iran, it 

said that Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi had chosen to “stand on Israel's side again: t 
the rest of the Arab states and support Israel in carrying out its aggressive 
and expansionist: designs through its direct cooperation with its Iranian 
ally." 


Remarks made by the Israeli defence minister had affirmed beyond doubt that 
the Iranian regime "is an agent of world Zionism," the paper added. 


"In view of this we believe that the best way of knowing who is pro- or anti- 
Arab is for the Arab League to enforce immediately the joint Arab defence 
agreement in a manner meeting the requirements of the developments of the 
Iraq-Iranian war and Arab solidarity..." it said. 


"It has become quite clear that the aims of Israeli backing for the Iranian 
regime included undermining Arab solidarity and Arab potential to face Israel 
jointly and foil its aggressive and expansionist designs," the paper added. 


The Jidda-published newspaper 'UKAZ, in turn said: Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi "by 
collaborating with Israel in supplying Iran with Israeli weapons shows to 
what extent he had sold himself to the enemies of the Islamic and Arab nation.' 
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It added that the Libyan leader had openly declared his standing against Iraq 
and it would have been more honourable for him to adopt a neutral position.on 
a war in which Muslim blood from both sides was being shed. 


The Libyan people will not forgive Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi has "unpatriotic and 
anti-Islamic stand...and for supplying the Iranian Army with Zionist weapons," 
the paper said. 


It concluded by saying that "Al-Qadhdhafi's stand on the Iranian-Iraq war is 
condemned on the Arab and Islamic levels because it is not different at all 
from the position of traitors." 


Anowher Jidda newspaper, AL-MADINAH, commenting on Sharon's remarks, said the 
"simultaneous and official admission of support for Iran by Israel and Libya 
means only one thing, namely that Israel and Colonel Al-Qadhdnafi share the 
same aims on the Iraq-Iranian war. 


This also means that Iran, Israel and Libya share the same interests espe- 
cially on this point...," it added. 


It said that what grouped Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi, Israel and Iran was their 
hostility to Islam and Muslims "for one reason or another....[quotation marks 
as received ] 


"The forces of evil and imperialism, communist, imperialist and Jewish, have 
succeeded in organising this alliance designed to undermine Islamic unity 
and solidarity," it added. 


The paper concluded by affirming that Muslims were capable of "confronting 


this danger, and that oppressors such as Al-Qadhdhafi and the Khomeyni regime 
will fall down and with them Israel too."

RIYADH COMMENTARY WARNS OF ARAB-ISLAMIC RIFT

[Text] Recent events which have revealdd the major powers’ ambitions in our 
region make it certain that the Arab nation is facing a grave plot directed 
against its security and safety, seeking to deepen the rift between Arab and 
Islamic worlds so seriously that it would be impossible to come together 
again and use rapprochement between them for safeguarding internal gains. 


It was evident for some time that foreign powers feel that the strength of the 
Arab nation stems from the cohesion and solidarity of its member countries, 

and that the preservation of this level of solidarity will leave no opportunity 
for rancorous forces to impose their hegemony on these countries or tackle them 
one by one. 


It is with extreme sorrow that we say that these forces have scored great 
successes in containing cooperation among our countries--indeed, in creating 
convictions of varying degrees among these countries which only help to 
consolidate division, estrangement and alienation. Thus the foreign powers 
succeeded in exploiting these points of weakness to achieve far-reaching 
strategic objectives, and tried to realize their dreams through a series of 
agreements, treaties or intermingled interests. They try to use all that as 
a bridge to get to other countries, instead of getting to them directly, 
thereby avoiding any sensitivities which might result from any belief that 
that power has managed to win over new parties at the expense of the second 
party. [Sentence as heard] 


Unfortunately, such designs further consolidated the causes of rift and turned 
the Arab world into divided regions with varied interests and differing 
attitudes under the umbrella of a sharp polarization policy. This policy was 
used by the big powers to weaken the Arab nation and prevent the reorganiza- 
tion of relations among its membex countries around common objectives and 
principles. 


Today the ploy has unfortunately succeeded inthe Arab world, causing more 


than one stand and one policy to emerge. Over the horizon we see strong 
Signs of a further breaking up of the foundation of the Arab and Islamic 
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worlds, based on weakening the deep ties which bind the two nations together, 
thereby making our future generations doubt the possibility of the two nations 
coming together around common objectives and great common factors--through 
which we would operate and on which we agree and seek to achieve with force 
stemming from our common fate, common faith and history. 


All this took place because the big powers realize that the meeting of Arab 
power with that of Muslims will act as a barrier, preventing the powers from 
attaining their great hopes and ambitions, and that these hopes and aspirations 
can never be attained with the existence--at any level, no matter how small-- 
of cooperation and coordination. The big powers concentrated on creating 
numerous pretexts for collision between Arab and Muslim powers to prevent 

them from rallying around common objectives. 


The Arab and Islamic countries would be committing a mistake if they believed 
that their interests lie in such a division, that their causes are conflicting 
and their destinies are different. They would be committing a mistake because 
such a line of thinking will lead to further rifts between the two nations-- 

a matter which big powers want and which every rancorous quarter that holds a 
grudge against this nation seeks to achieve. 


In view of this, the right action to take should start by defusing the effec- 
tiveness of dangers threatening the two nations, be resorting to reason and 

a sense of responsibility, and by seeking the true interests that bring us 
together--deep interests stemming from one history. 


In view of this, it must also be said that it is not in the interest of the 
Islamic world to contemplate more than one course, thus widening the rift 
between it and the Arab world and creating a state of affairs which cannot be 
Overcome in the future. 





Will the Arab and Islamic nations realize that what is happening at present 
serves nobody's interest in the Arab and Islamic worlds, and that to persist 
with policies of collision will only weaken this nation's ability to safeguard 
its sovereignty and independence? 


To the objective observer, the events give rise to the following question: 
Whost interest will the destruction of one of the two Arab and Islamic powers 
service? If there are some who think that the weakening of Arabs will increase 
the strength of Muslims, then their line of thinking poses a grave threat to 
the Muslim nation itself before anybody else. If there are some who believe 
that they can change the history of the two nations and their ways of think- 
ing, they are mistaken too, for history is a cultural thing which cannot be 
affected by individual ambitions. Will the Arab and Islamic nations benefit 
from the lessons of history and seek ways for joint action and safeguard 
their great history? This is what I hope for. God is on the side of true 
and sincere workers bolstering serious Arab action.

RIYADH ANALYZES PRINCE FAHD'S ‘AL-RIYAD' INTERVIEW

[Text] Crown Prince and deputy prime minister, His Royal Highness Prince 
Fahd, said that the continuation of the Iraqi-Iranian war would be at the 
expense of the region's stability and welfare. His royal highness stressed 
that the GCC succeeded in materializing the will of its member countries and 
their assumption of responsibility for their security and stability. 


Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd al-'Aziz's statement to AL-RIYAD reveals a number of 
facts which back up a clear vision and faithful reading of the development 
and changes of events. When His Royal Highness Prince Fahd said that our 
Arab nation was passing through difficult circumstances, and needed, more 
than at any previous time, unity and solidarity, the discarding of differ- 
ences, and a rise in the level of responsibility at this stage of destiny, 
it truthfully meant that the current stage through which the Arab person is 
passing is characterised by a large number of unacceptable possibilities 
being imposed upon him. With regard to this came the crown prince's warning 
of the need for the Arab nation to be at the level of defiance. It is natur- 
al for Arab solidarity to be a most effective factor in the Arab's battle 
against their enemies. For as long as Israel continues occupying Arab terri- 
tories and exercising aggression against our people and our sacred places 
[words indistinct]. On the basis of this reality, the requisites of success 
demand a great deal from Arabs: isolation from tilting the balance from one 
direction to another based on creating the right opportunities for giving 
Arab solidarity more power. This is what Prince Fahd aimed at when he said 
that the Arab nation had at this stage to rise to the level of responsibility. 
His royal highness, on the basis of experience, realises that the Arab nation 
has to move on a plateau of solidarity, which has been and remains the weapon 
capable of making the Arabs’ enemy think a thousand times before embarking on 
any stupid practice against the Arab nation.

According to some reports, an arms trader was recently arrested in Madrid. 
He worked secretly for Al-Qadhdhafi transporting arms and explosives to 
Africa and several other parts of the world to aid Al-Qadhdhafi's terrorist 
activities. 


Libyan opposition sources today issued a world appeal to protect them from 
a new wave of liquidation to be led personally by Libya's Al-Qadhdhafi. The 
sources affirmed that it will resist this new offensive by Al-Qadhdhafi and 
will counter it by its own methods. 


The Libyan opposition sources added that the Libyan assassination center in 
Europe has recently been moved to Rome and is being run by a relative of 
Al-Qadhdhafi who worked as chief of the intelligence and assassination corps 
in Europe and Lordon. The sources added that a number of assassins receive 
training at the assassination center in preparation for use in assassination 
operations to take place shortly against the Libyan opposition in Europe. 


The sources said that these assassins train in the use of explosives and 
fighting in the basement of the Libyan Embassy building in Rome. The basement 
is also used as an arsenal for arms and various types of explosives which 

have arrived via smugglers and smuggling organizations. 


The Libyan opposition sources in London stated that Al-Qadhdhafi has formed 
a new department within the intelligence branch to undertake the task of 
liquidating Libyans abroad. 


The Saudi paper AL-MADINAH has quoted the Libyan opposition sources as say- 
ing that it was for this purpose that spies are being trained by instructors 
brought in specifically for this purpose.

Observers see the Moroccan king's visit as an opportunity to acquaint the U.S. 
Administration with the Arab attitude current developments in the area, while 
at the same time enabling the Arab side to find out the true American atti- 
tude toward the Arab cause following President Reagan's announcement of plans 
to resume the strategic alliance between the United States and Tel Aviv. 


There are many indications in the Middle East of the need for dialogues to

CALL FOR IRAN-IRAQ DIALOQUE--Riyadh, 28 May (Agencies)--The Saudi state radio 
urged Iran today to set down to "the table of dialog" with Iraq and avoid

radio based its call to Iran on the fact that Iraqi forces have practically 
withdrawn from all territories occupied in Iran--the main demand made by

be little hope, however, of a joint pan-Arab strategy so long as there were 
"examples of daily collisions and sharp contradictions among the Arab coun- 
tries.'' A Saudi state radio commentary on Thursday called for Jihad, or holy 
war, against Iran's rulers, branding them "Number One enemies of Islam, sym- 
bols of Satan and gangsters of destruction who can never be trusted."

U.S. President Reagan in his last letter to Menahem Begin, is the guarantee 
of Israel's qualitative military superiority over the Arab countries. Other 
U.S. leaders have had the same explanation and commitment, so that we can say, 
without making any mistakes, that the U.S. bias in favor of Israel and against 
the Arabs is one of the basic constants of U.S. policy, which has not changed 
since the establishment of Israel and up to now. No friend of the United States 
outside or inside the Arab region can even give one argument to change this 
truth or even to cast doubt on it, let alone deny or refute it. 


The United States has offered Israel the machine of aggression and war as well 
as the ability to invade and occupy. The United States, on the other hand, 
sold arms at costly prices to some Arab countries to preserve internal 
security, subjugate the masses and engage in internal strife.

[Text] The features of the era that follows substitution of the Israeli 
occupation of Sinai--or, rather the whole of Arab Egypt--with a U.S.- 
European occupation at the request of al-Sadat's successor, Mubarak, have 
begun to take shape in Washington and certain Arab countries. 


The question of a regional alliance in the area under U.S. supervision and 
management is no longer mere talk; rather it has become a tangible fact. 


News agency reports about the U.S.-Moroccan summit have confirmed that 
persistent attempts are being made to expand this alliance to include the 
Middle East region and Africa. Those in charge of achieving this alliance 
have made important and substantial progress in this field. Activities in 
our area are continuing; they are also continuing in Africa and some 
Mediterranean countries which the U.S. secretary of state visited last week. 
The secretary of state tried to drag Greece into joining an alliance with 
Turkey, Portugal and Malta, an alliance that will be the most dangerous 
aggressive alliance in the area's history. 


In the context of the activities to "pacify'' the whole area, U.S. Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger openly said that "U.S. national interests do not 
permit an Iranian military victory against Iraq." Since Jordan is confronting 
Syria, the U.S. secretary said, then it must be given the arms it needs, 
especially "air defenses." 


At the same time the secretary reaffirmed Washington's commitment to Israel's 
security and to maintaining its military superiority, saying that this is 
given priority over everything else. 


Weinberger's statements came after similar statements made earlier this month 
by Egyptian regime leader Husni Mubarak and his Defense Minister Abu Ghazalah, 
which were followed by statements by secretary of state General Haig. 











It has been reported that King Hassan II of Morocco, chairman of the 
"Jerusalem Liberation Committee" has conveyed to President Reagan a clear 
picture of developments in the area and informed him that some of the Arab 
regimes, which the United States and Europe describe as "moderate," now desire 
more than ever in the past 30 years to have true friendship with the United 
States and, consequently, to recognize Israel. In addition the monarch 
offered Reagan that he would place all Moroccan territories at the disposal 
of U.S. forces and allow their use as military bases. 


The Jordanian monarch, who 12 years ago undertook the task of "taming" the 
Palestinians, appears to have once again undertaken this task. But it is 
noted that his role this time will first be to ensure the collective Arab 
return to Egypt, after which he will turn to the occupied Arab cerritories, 
where he will work to complete the new "taming" operation in implementation 
of the autonomy plot which Israel insists on completing early. 


Thus, after years of struggle to expel the colonialist forces from our Arab 
homeland, we find that some Arab regimes are anxious for the return of the 
colonialist influence in its various forms--something which is hard to 
believe.
